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PREFACE. 


THE object of these Instructions is to guide you in the 
exercise of your powers over vessels suspected of being 
engaged in the Slave Trade. 

The Instructions relating to Uncivilised States on the 
West Coast of Africa hitherto given in a separate 
Volume, are cancelled. 

. The powers committed to you over Vessels suspected 
of being engaged in the Slave Trade, are those of Visit, 
Search, and Detention. These powers are derived, for 
all cases belonging to British Jurisdiction, from Act of 
Parliament, and for all cases which might otherwise 
belong to the Junsdiction of a Foreign State, from 
Treaty. The Jurisdiction of each State extends over all 
Vessels in her own Territorial Waters and in the Waters 
of a State under her protection, and over Vessels 
carrying her own Flag or the Flag of any State 
protected by her or of any Colony or Company subject 
to her law in all Waters except Foreign Territorial 
Waters. Great Britain, moreover, for the purpose 
of suppressing the Slave Trade, claims to exercise Juris- 
diction in all Waters, except Foreign Territorial Waters, 
over Vessels having no Nationality. 

The Instructions have been divided into two volumes 
—Vol. I. contains two Parts: , 

Part I. consists of ‘‘ General Instructions ; ” Instruc- 
tions relating to British Jurisdiction under Acts of 
Parliament, with copies of the various Acts; and Instruc- 
tions as to Treaties with ‘‘ Uncivilized States” on the 
West Coast of Africa. 

Part II. contains Instructions as to the execution 


of the General Act of the Brussels Conference; a 
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translation of that Act; copies of those Articles of 
the Conventions between Great Britain and other 
Signatories of the Act which are not rendered void 
by its terms; and copies of the Treaties with non- 
Signatory States in the maritime zone. 

Vol. IT. contains Instructions relating to the vessels 
of other non-signatory Powers, with copies of the 
Treaties. 


The General Instructions prescribe the course which 
you are to follow, except so far as the Instructions in 


Part II., or those in Vol. II., provide otherwise. 

Wherever the Special Instructions differ from the 
General Instructions, you will follow the Special In- 
structions. 

The powers committed to you must in each case be 
exercised in strict conformity with the provisions of the 
particular Instrument, whether Act of Parliament or 
. Treaty, by which they were created. 

The powers committed to you over vessels subject to - 
British Jurisdiction and Vessels having no Nationality 
are to be exercised under the Acts of Parliament which 
are printed from puge 45 to page 86 inclusive. 

The powers committed to you over vessels which might 
otherwise belong to the Jurisdiction of a Foreign State 
are to be exercised subject to the modifications required 
in each particular case by the Brussels Act or by Treaty, 
and are pointed out, in the Instructions, as given in Part 
IT. of Vol. I, and in Vol. II.

COMMUNICATIONS WITH BRITISH AUTHORITIES. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. You will show the utmost diligence in the Suppres- 
sion of the Slave Trade; at the same time you will be 
careful to observe moderation in the exercise of the 
powers with which you are entrusted. If you should 
exercise those powers in an unwarrantable manner, you 
will incur the displeasure of Her Majesty’s Government, 
and also render yourself personally liable for the conse- 
quences of your acts. 


2. You will treat with consideration all Functionaries, 
whether British or Foreign, with whom you may have 
to deal, giving them when required every assistance 
which the exigencies of the Public Service permit. 


. 8. You will on all occasions observe strict propriety of 
conduct towards those with whom you may be brought 
in contact, and you will impress the same duty on the 
Officers and Men under your command, warning them 
that any misconduct on their part will be visited with 
severe punishment. 


REPORT. 


4. The Senior Officer of each Division shall keep a 
Journal of all particulars relating to the Slave Trade 
within the limits of his Division. In this Journal he 
shall insert all the information he can obtain as to 
Vessels which are in the habit of frequenting different 
parts of the Coast; as to the assembling or embarkation 
of Slaves ; the navigation of the Coast; the means of 
communication with the Interior; the best points for 
stationing Cruisers in the various localities ; the means of 
watering and procuring supplies; and any peculiarities 
of the Climate, Winds, Currents, &c: 
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5. The Senior Officer of each Division shall on the 
Ast of January and the Ist of July in each year forward 
to the Senior Officer on the Station a Copy of the Entries 
in his Journal during the previous six months. The 
Journal itself he shall place amongst the Records of his 
Division. 

G. The Senior Officer on the Station shall make to the 
Admiralty an annual detailed Report on tle Slave Trade 
throughout his Station, therein recapitulating the 
principal points of his occasional Reports throughout 
the year, embodying any important information 
contained in the Journals of the Senior Officers of 
Divisions, and adding thereto such other information 
as may serve to give to Her Majesty’s Government a 
correct view of the course of his proceedings, and of the 
result of those proceedings in the Suppression of the 


Slave Trade. 


PoWERS, WHEN AND WHERE TO BE EXERCISED. 
(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act.) 


7. The powers with which you are invested over Vessels 
suspected of being engaged in or equipped for the 
Slave Trade, are those of Visit, Search, and Detention. 
These powers are exercisable only over such Vessels as 
‘for this purpose are subject to your Authority either by 
virtue of British Jurisdiction or by Treaty. 


8. The Vessels subject to your Authority by virtue of 
British Jurisdiction are—- 


In British Waters, and in 
the Waters of a Power 
under British Protec- . 
tion - : - - All Vessels whatever be 
their Nationality. 
In all Waters which are 
not Foreign Territorial | 
Waters - - British Vessels and Vessels 
not entitled to claim 
the protection of the 
Flag of any State or 
Nation.

9. The Vesscls subject to your Authority by Treaty 
are Vessels belonging to any State with which Great 
Britain has a Treaty for the Suppression of the Slave 
Trade, but only when found within the Limits prescribed 
by the Treaty, or, if no Limits are prescribed, when 
found in Waters not being Foreign Territorial Waters. 


10. You are not authorized, unless in British Territorial 
Waters, or in the Waters of a Power under British 
protection, to exercise the powers of Visit, Search, or 
Detention over any Vessel which you know to belong 
to a State with which Great Britain has no Treaty for 
the Suppression of the Slave Trade, even though the 
Vessel is actually engaged in and equipped for the Slave 
Trade. You will not, however, necessarily conclude that 
a Vessel belongs to the State whose Flag she hoists ; 
and, if from previous information or from circumstances 
affording just grounds of suspicion, you have reason to 
believe that she is fraudulently assuming a Flag to 
which she is not entitled, you are authorized to visit her 
for the purpose of verifying her Nationality, and of 
ascertaining whether you may exercise over her the powers 
of Visit, Search, and Detention. 


11. You are not authorized to exercise the powers of 
Visit, Search, or Detention over any Vessel whilst she is 
in Foreign Territorial Waters, without the express per- 
mission of the local Authorities, unless such action has 
been sanctioned by Treaty. If you have reason to 
believe that the Vessel is engaged in or equipped for 
the Slave Trade, and that you might, if she were outside 
of those Waters, exercise those powers, you will ask 
permission to exercise them within such Territorial 
Waters; but, should permission be refused, you will, 
so long as the Vessel remains im Foreign Territorial 
Waters, confine yourself to reporting the facts to the 
Senior Officer of your Division. 


12. You are not authorized to exercise the powers of 
Visit, Search, or Detention over any Vessel whilst she is 
under the Escort or Convoy of a Foreign Ship of War, 
without the permission of the Commander of the Convoy 
If you have reason to believe that the Vessel is engaged 
in or equipped for the Slave Trade, and that you might, 
if she were not under Convoy, exercise those powers, you 
will ask permission to do so; but, should permission be 
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refused, you will, so long as the Vessel remains under 
Convoy, confine yourself to reporting the facts to the 
Senior Officer of your Division. 


13. You are not authorized in any case to exercise 
the powers of Visit, Search, or Detention over any 
Ship belonging to the Public Navy of any Foreign 
State. 


14. Naval Jurisdiction extends within the territorial 
waters of a Foreign State only by Treaty or by consent 
of the Sovereign of the State. 


VISIT. 
(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act.) 


15. When you meet any Vessel which you have reason 
to stispect is engaged in or equipped for the Slave Trade, 
the first question for you to consider is whether or not 
she is subject to your Authority. 


16. When you have satisfied yourself that there are 
good grounds for believing that she is subject to your 
Authority, you will proceed to visit her in a manner as 
little vexatious as possible; and you will be careful not 
to occasion to the Vessel any delay or any deviation from 
her course that can possibly be avoided. 


17. If the state of the Wind and Weather permit, yor 
will communicate your intention to visit by hailing, and: 
then cause your Ship to go a-head of the suspected: 
Vessel, and drop a Boat alongside of her. 


18. If the state of the Wind and Weather render such 
a course impracticable, you will require the Vessei to be 
brought to, but you will not resort to any coercive 
measures for that purpose, until you have given warning 
by firmg successively two blank guns and then a shot 
across her bows: but in no circumstances are shots to 
be fired at the Vessel except in the event of armed re- 
sistance or in case of unavoidable necessity. When the 


Vessel has been brought to, you will send a Boat along- 
side of her. 


—_ 
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19. You will not in any case require a Boat to be sent 
from her, or any person or any Papers to be brought 
from her on board your Ship. 


20. The Visiting Officer may be either yourself, or an 
Officer of the requisite rank on whose judgment and 
discretion you can place full reliance. 


21. The Visiting Officer shall be accompanied. by 
another Officer, to whom directions shall be given to 
observe carefully everything that occurs during the Visit, 
in order that he may be able to give his testimony. 


22. The Visiting Officer and the Officer by whom he 
is accompanied shall be in proper uniform; and the 
Boat shall carry a British Flag and Pendant. 


23. The Visiting Officer shall earry with him the Order 
or Authority by which he is entitled to exercise the 
power of Visit over the Vessel. 


24. The only persons who shall go on board the Vessel 
are the Visiting Officer and the Officer by whom he is 
accompanied ; none of the crew shall be allowed to quit 
the Boat, unless expressly ordered. 


25. If the Visiting Officer, upon boarding, is at once 
satisfied either that the Vessel is engaged in lawful 
commerce, or that she is not subject to your Authority, 
he will immediately quit her. 


26. If not satisfied, he will request to see the Vessel’s 
Papers, and shall, when required, exhibit to the Master 
or other person in charge the Order or Authority by 
which he claims to exercise the power of Visit. 


27. If the Master or other person in charge decline to 
produce the Vessel’s Papers, on the ground that the 
Vessel belongs to a Foreign State with which Great 
Britain has no Treaty for the Suppression of the Slave | 
Trade, the Visiting Officer will, if he suspects that she 
is fraudulently assuming a Flag to which she is not 
entitled, insist on the production of her Papers. In 
making. this demand he will be careful to observe all 
proper courtesy, and to state that his only object is to 
verify the Nationality of the Vessel. 


28. The Visiting Officer will, if necessary, use coercive 
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measures to enforce his demand, but not until after all 
other means have failed. 


29, The Papers which a Vessel engaged in lawful com- 
merce should have on board are the Vessel’s Register, 
the Log Book, and the Muster Roll; and, if she has 
Cargo, the Bills of Lading and Invoices. 


30. If, after examining the Vessel’s Papers, the Visiting 
Officer is satisfied either that she is engaged in lawful 
commerce, or that she is not subject to your Authority, 
he will immediately quit her. 


31. Before quitting the Vessel, the Visiting Officer shall 
ask the Master or other person in charge whether he 
has any complaint to make of the manner in which the 
Visit has been conducted, or on any other ground. 
If the Master or other person in charge makes any 
complaint, the Officer will request him to specify the 
particulars in writing; and you will thereupon carefully 
investigate the case, and will lose no time in applying 
such remedy as circumstances admit. 


32. The Visiting Officer shall also offer to enter on her 
Log Book a statement of his proceedings on Board ; 
and, in case the offer is accepted, he will state in the 
Entry the reason of the Visit, the exact time that was 
occupied in the Visit, the date and place of Visit, and 
the name of Her Majesty’s Ship and of the Commander ; 
and he will sign the Entry, adding his rank in the 
Navy; but in no case shall any Entry be made in the 
Log Book of the Vessel without the consent of the 
Master or other person in charge. 


83. Immediately on his return to his Ship, the Visiting 
Officer shall draw up a statement of his proceedings, 
whilst the facts are fresh in his memory, specifying 
whether any complaint was made by the Master or any 
other person on board the Vessel, and, if so, what the 
complaint was, and whether or not the Master or other 
person in charge allowed any entry of the Visit to be 
made in the Log Book of his Vessel. : 


34. The Officer, who accompanied the Visiting Officer, 
shall also draw up in detail and shall deliver to you a 
statement of all the facts which he witnessed.

35. A statement of all the circumstances shall be. 
inserted in the Log Book of the Ship, and shall be signed 
by the Officers by whom the Visit was made. 


36. You will, by the first opportunity, forward a full 
Report of the Case, together with your own remarks 
thereon, to the Senior Officer of your Division, and a 
Duplicate thereof to the Secretary of the Admiralty. 


SEARCH. 
(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act.) 


37. If, after an examination of the Vessel’s papers, you: 
have reason to believe that she is not engaged in lawful 
commerce, and that she is subject to your Authority,. 
you will-proceed to search her. 


38. The responsibility of ordering a Search rests with 
yourself alone. If, therefore, the Visiting Officer be 
an Officer deputed by you, he will not (unless you have 
given him discretionary power to that effect) proceed 
to search the Vessel without having first obtained your - 
instructions. 


39. In all cases the Search is to be conducted by a 
responsible Officer, accompanied by the Master, Super- 
cargo, or some one of the Crew of the Vessel in process 
of being searched. 


40. The Visiting Officer shall, before commencing the 
Search, deliver to the Master or other person in charge, 
if so required by Treaty, a Certificate in the Form 
No. 1 or No. 2,* according to circumstances. 


41. When the Search has been authorized, the Boat’s 
Crew shall be called on board to assist, and, if required, 
further assistance shall be obtained from the Ship. 


42. Care shall be taken to prevent any irregularity or 
damage to the Cargo. | 


43. During the Search neither the Master nor any 
other person shali be removed from the Vessel without 
his own consent. 


* See Appendix, pp. 21, 22. 
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44, If, in the course of the Search, the Visiting Officer 
is satisfied either that the Vessel is engaged in lawful 
commerce, or that she is not subject to your Authority, 
the Search shall be immediately discontinued ; every- 
thing that has been removed shall be replaced as quickly 
and carefully as possible, and the vessel allowed to 
pursue her course without delay. 


45. Before quitting the vessel, the Visiting Officer 
shall ask the Master or other person in charge whether 
he has any complaint to make of the manner in which 
the Search has been conducted, or on any other ground. 
if the Master or other person in charge makes any com- 
plaint, the Officer will request him to specify the par- 
ticulars in writing; and you will thereupon carefully 
investigate the case, and lose no time in applying such 
remedy as circumstances admit. | 


46. The Visiting Officer shall also offer to enter on 
her Log Book a statement cf his proceedings on board ; 
and, in case the offer is accepted, he will state in the 
Entry the exact time that was occupied in the Search, 
the date and place of Search, and the name of Her 
Majesty’s Ship, and of the Commander; and he will 
sign the Entry, adding his rank in the Navy; but in 
no case shall any Entry be made in the Log Book of the 
Vessel without the consent of the Master or other person 
in charge. 


47. Immediately on his return to his Ship, the Visit- 
ing Officer shall draw up a statement of his proceedings, 
whilst the facts are fresh in his memory, specifying 
whether any complaint was made by the Master or any 
other person on board the Vessel, and, if so, what the 
complaint was, and whether or not the Master or other 
person in charge allowed any Entry to be made in the 
Log Book of his Vessel. 


48. The Officer who accompanied the Visiting Officer 
shall also.draw up in detail and deliver to you a state- 
ment of all the facts which he witnessed. 


49. A statement of all the circumstances shall be in- 
serted in the Log Book of the Ship, and shall be signed 
by the Officers by whom the Search was made. 


50. You will, by the first opportunity, forward a full 
Report of the Case, together with your own remarks 
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thereon, to the Senior Officer of your Division, and a 
Duplicate thereof to the Secretary of the Admiralty. 


DETENTION. 
(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act.) 


51. If; in the course of the Search, you are satisfied 
that the Vessel is engaged in or equipped for the Slave 
Trade, and that she is subject to your Authority, you 
will detain her. 


52. You will be justified in concluding that a Vessel 
is engaged in or equipped for the Slave ‘Trade, 


I. If you find any Slaves on board ; or, 


II. If you find in her Outfit any of the Equipments 
hereinafter mentioned : 


ist.—Hatches with open gratings, instead of the 
close hatches which are usual in Merchant Vessels. 


2nd.—Divisions or Bulkheads in the hold or on 
deck in greater number than are necessary for Vessels 
engaged in lawful trade. 


3rd.—Spare plank either actually fitted or fit for 
laying down as a second or Slave Deck. 


4th.—Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 


5th.—A larger quantity of water in Casks or in 
Tanks than is requisite for the consumption of the 
Crew of the Vessel as a Merchant Vessel. 


6th.—An extraordinary number of water Casks, 
or of other vessels for holding liquid; unless the 
Master or other person in charge shall produce a 
Certificate from the Custom-house at the place from 
which he cleared outwards, stating that sufficient 
security had been given by the Owners that such 
extra quantity of Casks or of other vessels should 
be used only to hold palm oil, or for other purposes 
of lawful commerce. 

7th.— A greater number of Mess Tubs or Kids 
than is requisite for the use of the Crew of the 
Vessel as a Merchant Vessel. 
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8th.—A Boiler or other cooking apparatus of an 
unusual size, and larger, or capable of being made 
larger, than is requisite for the use of the Crew of 
the Vessel as a Merchant Vessel, or more than one 
Boiler or other cooking apparatus of the ordinary 
size. 


9th.—An extraordinary quantity of Rice, of the 
Flour of Brazil, of Manioc or Cassada, commonly 
called Farinha, of Maize, or of Indian corn, or of 
any other article of food whatever, beyond the 
probable wants of the Crew ; unless such Rice, Flour, 
Farinha, Maize, Indian corn, or other article of food 
be entered on the Manifest as part of the Cargo for 
trade. 


10th.—A quantity of Mats or Matting greater 
than is necessary for the use of the Crew of the 
Vessel as a Merchant Vessel ; unless such Mats or 
Matting be entered on the Manifest as part of the 
Cargo for trade. 


11th.—Any other equipment, article, or thing 
which is declared by any existing Slave Trade treaty 
to be prima facie evidence of a vessel being engaged 
in the Slave Trade. 


53. The conveyance of legitimate passengers having 
of late years become of frequent occurrence, it is evident 
that provisions, water, and other articles, in excess of 
what is required for the crew, will be found in many 
ships. Great discretion will, therefore, be necessary in 
exercising the right of detention, in consequence of the 
presence on board a vessel of such extra supplies as those 
above mentioned. : 


54. The following circumstances, though not in all 
eases conclusive, may be evidence that a vessel is en- 
gaged in the Slave Trade : 

If the Vessel, when chased by you, is run ashore to 
avoid capture, aud deserted by those on board her; if 
before she has proceeded to sea her hold is laid down 
with a flooring of thick mud and sand. 


55. Although, upon the Search of a Vessel, you may 
find neither Slaves on board, nor in her Outfit any of 
the Equipments mentioned in Section 52, you will never- 
theless be entitled to detain her, if you have sufficient 
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proof that, at any time during the Voyage on which she 
ig met with, any Slaves have been on board, or any such 
Equipments have formed part of her Outfit. 


56. The authority for the formal Detention of a Vessel 
shall in all cases proceed from yourself alone. If, how- 
ever, an Officer under your command, whilst at a dis- 
tance from you, falls in with a Vessel, and, after Visit 
and Search, has reason to believe that she is engaged in 
or equipped for the Slave Trade, and that she is subject 
to your Authority, he will hold possession of her until he 
has received further Orders from you. 


57. As soon as you have determined to detain the: 
Vessel, you will notify your intention to the Master or 
other person in charge, and secure all the Vessel’s 
Papers. 


58. You will endeavour to obtain from the Master, 
Crew, or other Persons on board, exact information 
concerning the Slave Trade, and especially upon the 
following points :— 


(1.) The names and residences of the Owners of the 


Vessel. 


(2.) The name of the Port from which the Vessel 
cleared out, and of the Port to which she was 
bound. 


(3.) The name of the place where the Slaves were 
shipped or were intended to have been shipped. 


(4.) Whether the Master or other person had in that 
or any other Vessel shipped Slaves ; and, if so, when 
and where. 


59. If there are any Slaves on board, you will send the 
Senior Medical Officer of your Ship, accompanied by 
ancther Officer, to make to you a Special Report upon 
their health and condition. 


60. You will then draw up a Certificate in the Form 
No. 3,* showing the state in which you found the Vessel 
at the time of the Detention, and will, if so required by 
Treaty, deliver a copy thereof, signed by yourself, to the 
Master or other person in charge. 


* See Appendix, p. 23. 
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G61. You will cause all the Vessel’s Papers to be 
numbered or lettered consecutively, and will draw up a 
Certificate as to the Papers in the Form No. 4,* dis- 
tinguishing therein those that were voluntarily delivered 
up and those that were found concealed ; and, in case 
Papers have been thrown overboard or destroyed, you 
will, as fur as you may be able to do so, describe them. 
You will, if so required by Treaty, deliver a Copy of the 
Certificate, signed by yourself, to the Master or other 
—- m charge. 


You will cause an account to be taken of all 
et and Valuables found on board the Vessel, and 
will draw up a certificate thereof in the Form No. 53 
and you will in all cases deliver a Copy thereof, sicned 
by yourself, to the Master or other person in charge. 


63. Should the Vessel appear to you not to bein a 
sufficiently seaworthy condition to be sent in for Adju- 
dication, you will cause a Survey of her to be made by 
the Officers of your Ship best qualified for the duty ; 
and if you should thereupon determine to destroy her, 
you will draw up a Certificate in the Form No. 6,” and 
will, if so required by Treaty, deliver a Copy thereof, 
signed by yourself, to the Master or other person in 
charge. 


64. If you have determined to destroy the Vessel, as 
in the next preceding Section mentioned, or if at the 
time of the Detention she has been run on shore and 
wrecked, it will be important that you should secure 
evidence of the Vessel having been engaged in or 
equipped for the Slave Trade. For this purpose you 
will, unless the operation should be impracticable or 
attended with risk to the lives of the Officers and Men 
under your command, remove from the Vessel some of 
the Equipments enumerated in Section 52: but, should 
this not be possible, you will be careful to note which of 
the Equipments so enumerated were on board of her: 
and you will draw up a Certificate in the Form No. 7,* 
and will, if so required by Treaty, deliver a copy thereof, 
signed by yourself, to the Master or other person in 


charge. 


65. In every case, whether you resolve to send the

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Vessel in for Adjudication or otherwise, you will, unless 
impracticahle, cause the vessel to be admeasured, b 
three of the Officers of your ship best qualitied for the 
duty. 


66. Where it is practicable, the measurements are to 
be taken, and tle calculation made, as prescribed by 
Rule J., Section 21, of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854.* 
Where that cannot be done, the measurements are to be 
taken and the calculations made under Rule IL., Section 
22, of the said Act, as amended by the Minute of the 
Board of Customs, 9th October, 1858.* You will cause a 
Certificate of the Admeasurement to be drawn up and 
signed by the Admeasuring Officers in the Form No. 8 or 
12, as the case may be.* The Certificate shall be. sub- 
mitted to you for approval, and shall be signed by you 
when approved. 


SENDING TO PoRT OF ADJUDICATION. 


(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act.) 


67. After you have detained the vessel, you will, with 
as little delay as possible, forward. her to the proper 
Port of Adjudication. 


68. If, however, there should come to your knowledge 
any further facts, tending to show that the Vessel has 
been improperly detained, you will immediately release 
her, taking care to replace, as far as possible, everything 
in its original condition. 


69. You will refer to the Special Instructions to 
ascertain the proper Port of Adjudication. 


70. You will send in the vessel to the Port of Adjudi- 
cution all the Cargo, Slaves, Passengers, the Master, 
Mate, or Boatswain, the Cook or other Person belonging 
to the Vessel previously charged with feeding the Slaves, 
and, if practicable the whole of the Crew. If, however, 
it is impracticable for you to send in the Vessel the 
whole of the crew, you will send at least. two or three 
of them, and forward the remainder by the first 
opportunity.

4 GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


71. Should it from any cause be necessary to remove 
the Master, or any of the Crew, Passengers, Slaves, or 
Cargo from on board the Vessel before sending her in 
for Adjudication, you will draw up a Certificate in the 
Form No. 9,* signed by yourself, and will, if so required 
by Treaty, deliver a Copy thereof, signed by yourself, to 
the Master or other Person in charge. 


72. You will appoint an Officer of the requisite rank as 
Prize Officer to take charge of the Vessel to the Port of 
Adjudication, and will place under his command a Prize 
Crew sufficient for the safe conduct of the Vessel, and 
will furnish him with provisions for the voyage. In 
circumstances of urgency arising from the number or 
sickness of the Slaves, you will also send in the Vessel 
some Medical Officer, if he can be properly spared from 


your Ship. 


73. You will deliver to the Prize Officer the Vessel’s 
Papers, and all the Certificates relating to the Case, to 
be produced before the Court. 


74. You will furnish the Prize Officer with written 
instructions for the voyage. 


75. You will direct the Prize Officer to draw up im- 
mediately on going on board, an Inventory of the Stores, 
Furniture, and Cargo of the Vessel, so far as it can be 
ascertained without disturbing the stowage, in the Form 
No. 10.* He will invite the Master to assist him in 
drawing up the Inventory ; and shall in all cases deliver 
a Copy thereof, signed by himself, to the Master. 


76. You will instruct the Prize Officer to keep a Log 
of his proceedings from the time he goes on board until 
his arrival at the Port of Adjudication, and to note 
therein any changes that may take place on the voyage 
in regard to the Vessel, her Crew, Passengers, Slaves, or 


Cargo. 


77- You will instruct the Prize Officer to endeavour 
by every proper means to obtain additional information 
as to the case; and if he succeeds in finding any 
additional Papers, to make and sign a List thereof, and 
carefully to preserve them to be produced before the 
Court.

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78. You will give the Prize Officer strict, orders for the 
preservation of the Vessel, her Cargo, and everything on 
‘board, and for the prevention of embezzlement or irregu- 
larity of any kind ; and you wil! direct him to seal the 
Hatches if it be practicable. 


79. You will instruct the Prize Officer not to treat the 
Master and any persons who may have heen left on 
board, with any undue severity, nor to subject them to 
any further restraint than may be necessary; and you 
will at the same time warn him to be upon his guard 
against any attempt at recapture. 


80. You will instruct the Prize Officer, when there are 
any Slaves on board, to make every effort to alleviate 
their sufferings and to improve their condition by a 
careful attention to cleanliness, ventilation, and exercise ; 
to separate the sickly from those who are in health ; 
to encourage them to feel confidence in Her Majesty’s 


Officers and Men. 


81. You will instruct the Prize Officer that, if abso- 
lutely necessary, but not otherwise, he will be warranted 
in removing the Master, Crew, Passengers, Slaves, .or 
Cargo, and in transferring them to other Vessels; but 
that in all such cases it will be his duty at the time to 


draw up a Certificate of the circumstances in the Form 
No. 9.* 


82. All Persons and Articles that may have been re- 
moved from any Vessel detained, wrecked, or destroyed, 
shall, together with the necessary Witnesses, Papers, and 
Certificates, be forwarded with as little delay as possible 
to the Port of Adjudication in charge of an Officer of 
the requisite rank, whom you will furnish with instruc- 
tions in writing. 


83. You will by the first opportunity send a full Report 
of the Case, together with your own remarks thereon, to 
the Senior Officer of your Division, and a Duplicate 
thereof to the Secretary of the Admiralty.

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PROCEEDINGS AT Port oF ADJUDICATION. 
(Subject to the provisions of the Brussels Act). 


84. The Prize Officer, or the Officer in charge of any 
Persons or Articles from the Prize, shall, immediately 
on his arrival at the Port of Adjudication, place himself 
in communication,—if it be a British Port, with the 
Queen’s Proctor, or the person discharging the duties 
of that office ;—if it be a Foreign Port, with the British 
Consular Authority. 


85. He shall as soon as possible after his arrival deliver 
up the Vessel, Cargo, and Slaves to the persons autho- 
rized to take charge of them. 


86. In a British Port the person authorized to take 
charge of the Vessel and Cargo is usually the Marshal 
of the Court before which the Case is to be adjudicated, 
and the person authorized to take charge of the Slaves 
and to provide for their maintenance pending the 
Adjudication is usually the Superintendent of the 
Liberated African Department ; but, if there should not 
be any persons so authorized, the Prize Officer will 
apply to the Queen’s Proctor for advice. 


87. With regard to a Foreign Port no fixed rule can 
be laid down as to who are the persons authorized to 
take charge of the Vessel, Cargo, or Slaves. The 
Prize Officer will therefore in all cases apply to the 
British Consular Authority for advice. 


88. The Prize Officer shall, as soon as possible after 
his arrival, deliver up the Master, Crew, and Passengers 
at the Port of Adjudication to the Civil Authorities to 
whom the jurisdiction over them belongs. The juris- 
diction belongs, if the Vessel has been detained for 
breach of a Treaty, ‘to the Authorities of that Nation 
whose Flag the Vessel carried at the time of her 
Detention, unless the Treaty provide otherwise ; if in 
virtue of an Act of Parliament not confimatory of a 
Treaty, the jurisdiction belongs to the British Autho- 
rities, . | 
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89. The Prize Officer shall take care to deliver into 
Court, duly verified on oath, all the Documents he has 
brought with him, and all the Certificates in his posses- 
sion relative to the Case, together with a Certificate, to 
be drawn up in the Form No. 11,* stating the changes, 
if any, that have taken place in respect of the Vessel, 
her Crew, Passengers, Slaves, or Cargo, up to the time 
of her arrival in the Port of Adjudication. 


90. It will be the duty of the Prize Officer to see that 
no undue delay occurs in instituting the proceedings 
before the Court. He shall diligently watch the pro- 
ceedings throughout, and shall be careful to show all 
proper deference to the Court, and to afford it all the 
information and assistance in his power. 


91. If the Vessel is condemned it will be the duty of 
the Prize Office> to obtain, 


1.) An Office Copy of the Condemnation. 

2.) A Certificate, in the Form No. 12,* of the 
Admeasurement of the Vessel, in the mode pre- 
scribed by Rule I., Section 21 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854. This Certificate should, if 
possible, be procured from the Admeasuring 
Officer at the Port; but, if this is impossible, the 
Prize Officer should make the Admeasurement 
himself. Attached to the Form is a Copy of Rule I, 
and directions for taking the Admeasurement in 
accordance therewith. ‘To this Certificate the Prize 
Officer should append a statement of the Vessel’s 
Tonnage, as appearing by her Papers. 

' (3.) A Certificate from the Officer to whom the Slaves 

were delivered, of the number so delivered over, and 

of the number who were alive at the time of the 

Adjudication. 


' 92. If the Vessel, after Condemnation, is purchased for 
the use either of the Royal Navy or of the Navy of any 
State authorized by Treaty to purchase her, the Prize 
Officer will procure a Certificate from the Registrar or 
other proper Officer of the Court, showing the amount at 
which it has been agreed to purchase her, and whether 
the amount has been paid, and to whom.

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93. If the Vessel is ordered to be broken up and sold in 
separate parts, the Prize Officer, if still at the Port, will 
obtain a Certificate from the Registrar or other proper 
Officer of the Court, that the Vessel has, in accordance 
with the Decree of the Court, been broken up, and also 
duly certified Copies of the Account Sales, showing the 
gross proceeds as well as the net sum realized from the 
sale of the materials. 


94. The Prize Officer shall forward the above-men- 
tioned Certificates and Account Sales to the Agent of 
the Ship, or, if the Ship has not any Agent, then to the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, with a view to an application 
being hereafter made by or on behalf of the Captors for 
Grant of the Bounties and Proceeds. 


95. If the Prize Officer is obliged to leave the Port 
before the Certificates or Account Sales can be obtained, 
he will instruct the person charged with the interests of 
the Captors to forward them as directed in the preceding 
Article. | 


96. In the event of the Vessel being restored, whether 
with or without Costs and Damages, the Prize Officer 
will cause an Official Copy of the whole of the Proceed- 
ings in the case to be forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Admiralty. 


97. The Prize Officer before leaving the Port shall send 
to his Commanding Officer in writing a detailed Report 
of the Case, stating the result of the trial, whether the 
Vessel has been condemned or not, and, if restored, 
whether with or without Costs and Damages; and he 
shall forward a Copy of his Report to the Secretary of 
the Admiralty. 


98. In any case in which you have detained a Vessel 
as engaged in or equipped for the Slave Trade, and in 
which: you have, either before or subsequent to such 
detention, captured the Slaves which were on board the 
Vessel, you will be only justified in bringing them before 
the Court having Jurisdiction in the matter as one single 
case. 
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FUGITIVE SLAVES. 


99. In any case in which you have received a fugitive 
Slave into your Ship and so taken him under the protec- 
tion of the British flag, whether within or beyond the 
Territorial Waters of any State, you will not admit nor 
entertain any demand made upon you for his surrender 
on the ground of his being a Slave. 


100. It is not intended, nor is it possible, to lay down 
any precise or general rule as to the cases in which 
you ought to receive a fugitive Slave on board your 
Ship. You are, as to this, to be guided by considera- 
tions of humanity, and these considerations must have 
full effect given to them whether your Ship is on the 
High Seas or within the Territorial Waters of a State 
in which Slavery exists; but in the latter case you 
ought, at the same time, to avoid conduct which may 
ro gl to be in breach of international comity and good 
aith. 


101. Slaves should not be removed from shore and 
then treated as Fugitives; or if, in any exceptional case, 
their removal should seem to be required by considera- 
tions of humanity, the Commanding Officer, who under 
such circumstances receives a Slave on board, should be 
ee to compensate the owner for the loss of his 
Slave. 


102. A special report is to be made of every case of a 
fugitive Slave received on board your Ship, in which 
you will give full particulars of the circumstances under 
which the Slave was received on board, stating whether 
the locality in which he was received was within or 
beyond the Territorial Jurisdiction of the country on 
the coasts of which you may be cruizing. 


CoMMUNICATIONS WITH British AUTHORITIES. 


103. In all cases which may arise affecting your 
relations with the Authorities of a Foreign State it will 
be your duty, when practicable, to consult in the first 
place with the Diplomatic or Consular Representative of 
Her Majesty’s Government at the nearest port.

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BRITISH JURISDICTION anp BRITISH WATERS 
AND VESSELS OF NO NAME OR NATION. 


The Acts of Parliament regulating your course in 
regard to Vessels subject to British Jurisdiction, and 
suspected of being engaged in or equipped for the Slave 
Trade, to which your attention is particularly directed, 
are to be found from page 45 to page 86. 

The Vessels subject to British Jurisdiction to which 
the above-mentioned Acts apply, and over which you 
are authorised to exercise the powers of Visit, Search, 
and Detention, are all Vessels, whatever be their 
Nationality, in British Waters, and in the Waters of a 
Power under British Protection, and British Vessels and - 
Vessels not entitled to claim the protection of the Flag 
of any State or Nation everywhere except in Foreign 
Territorial Waters. i 

The fact that a Vessel has Negroes on board or has 
in her Outfit any of the Equipments mentioned in 
section 52 (except Shackles, Bolts, or Handcuffs) will 
not render her liable to Detention, provided that the 
Master produces a Certificate showing that the Vessel 
has been chartered under the Authority of the British 
Government for the conveyance of Free Africans. 

The proper Port of Adjudication for a Vessel subject 
to British Jurisdiction, and detained under either of the 
above-mentioned Acts, is the nearest or most accessible 
Port at, which a British Admiralty, Vice-Admiralty, 
or Consular Court, or Colonial Court of Admiralty having 
Slave Trade Jurisdiction, 1s established. 

By the Colonial Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890 (53 
& 54 Vict., c. 27), all British Vice-Admiralty Courts 
have been abolished (section 17) except in those British 
Possessions in which the operation of the Act is delayed 
(First Schedule, p. 85), and the jurisdiction formerly 
belonging to them under the Slave Trade Acts has been 
conferred upon such Colonial Courts as have original 
unlimited civil jurisdiction, 2.e., generally the Supreme 
Court of the Colony (section 2). Power, however, is 
given to the Legislature of the Colony (section 3) to 
confer upon any inferior or subordinate Court in that 
Possession a partial or limited Admiralty jurisdiction, 
which may include jurisdiction under the Slave Trade Acts. 

An appeal from such Courts lies either immediately, or 
ultimately where there is an intermediate appeal, to Her 
Majesty the Queen in Council (sections 5 and 6).

An Act for the more effectual Suppression of the Slave

WHEREAS an Act was passed in the fifth year of the 
reign of King George the Fourth, intituled “An Act 
“to amend and consolidate the laws relating to 
“the abolition of the slave trade”: and whereas it is 
expedient that from and after the commencement of this 
Act the provisions of the said Act herein-before recited 
shall be deemed to apply to and extend to render un- 
lawful and to prohibit the several acts, matters, and 
things therein mentioned when committed by British 
subjects in foreign countries and settlements not belong- 
ing to the British crown, in like manner and to all 
intents and purposes as if the same were done or com- 
mitted by such persons within the British dominions,

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colonies, or settlements ; and it is expedient that further . 


provisions should be made for the more effectual sup- 
pression of the slave trade, and of certain practices tend- 
ing to promote and encourage it: all the provisions of 
the said Consolidated Slave Trade Act hereinbefore 
recited and of this present Act shall, from and after the 
coming into operation of this Act, be deemed to extend 
and apply to British subjects wheresoever residing or 


being, and whether within the dominions of the British ¢ 


crown or of any foreign country; and all the several 
matters and things prohibited by the said Consolidated 
Slave Trade Act or by this present Act, when committed 
by British subjects, wheher within the dominions of the 
British crown or in any foreign country, except only as 
is herein-after excepted, shall be deemed and taken to be 
offences committed against the said several Acts respec- 
tively, and shall be dealt with and punished accordingly ;

An Act for regulatiag and extending the Jurisdiction in 
matters connected with the Slave Trade of the Vice- 
Admiralty Court at Aden, and of Her Majesty’s 
Consuls under Treaties with the Sovereigns of Zan- 
zibar, Muscat, and Madagascar, and under future 
Treaties. 


WHEREAS treaties for the more effectual suppression of 
the slave trade have been made by or on behalf of Her 
Majesty with chiefs or states in Arabia, and on the shores 
of the Persian Gulf, and on the east coast of Africa, and 
in the islands of Madagascar and Zanzibar, and the 
Comoro islands : 

And whereas by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 18438, 
it was among other things enacted “ that it is and shall 
*‘ be lawfu! for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy 
“any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty now 
“hath or may at any time hereafter have within any 
“country or place out of Her Majesty’s dominions in 
‘‘the same and as ample a manner as if Her Majesty 
‘“‘ had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession 
‘* or conquest of territory :” 

And whereas by various treaties Her Majesty is 
empowered to exercise jurisdiction within the dominions 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar, the Imaum of Muscat, and 
the Sovereign of Madagascar, in regard to vessels cap- 
tured on suspicion of being engaged in the slave trade : 

And whereas by an Order in Council relating to the 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, and dated the ninth 
day of August one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, 
and another Order in Council relating to the dominions 
of the Imaum of Muscat, and dated the fourth day of 
November one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, 
and a third Order in Council relating to the dominions 
of the Sovereign of Madagascar, and dated the fourth 
day of February one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
nine, it was in each case ordered that Her Majesty’s 
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consul within the dominions to which the order relates 
should, for and within the said dominions, and in regard 
to vessels captured on suspicion of being engaged in the 
slave trade within those dominions, have all such juris- 
diction as for the time being ordinarily belongs to 
courts of vice-admiralty in Her Majesty’s possessions 
abroad : 

And whereas a vice-admiralty court has been established 
at Aden, but has only a limited jurisdiction in matters 
relating to the slave trade : | 

And whereas by “The Slave Trade Jurisdiction 
(Zanzibar) Act, 1869,” provision was made for the 
exercise of the said jurisdiction by Her Majesty’s consul 
within the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar : | 

And whereas it is expedient to make further provision 
for the exercise of the said jurisdiction by Her Majesty’s 
consuls within the dominions of the Sovereigns of Zanz- 
bar, Muscat, and Madagascar, and for the exercise of 
jurisdiction in matters relating to the slave trade by the 
Vice-Admiralty Court at Aden : _ 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as the Slave Trade* (East 
African Courts) Act, 1872. 


2. In this Act— 


The term “vessel” means any vessel used in naviga- 
tion : 

The term “treaty” includes any convention, agree- 
ment, engagement, or arrangement : 

The term “ foreign state” includes any foreign nation, 
people, tribe, sovereign, prince, chief, or head man: 
The term “existing Hast African slave trade treaty ” 
means a treaty made by or on behalf of Her 
Majesty with any foreign state in Arabia or on the 
east coast of Africa, or on the shores of the Persian 
Gulf, or in any island lying off Arabia, or off such 
coast or shores, including the islands of Zanzibar 
and Madagascar and the Comoro islands, for the

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more effectual suppresion of the slave trade, and in 
force at the passing of this Act. 


3. All jurisdiction which is by any Act conferred on 
the Vice-Admiralty Courts in Her Majesty’s possessions 
abroad in regard to British vessels seized by the com- 
mander or officer of any of Her Majesty’s ships on 
suspicion of being engaged im or fitted out for the slave 
trade, and in regard to the persons, slaves, goods, and 
effects on board thereof, is hereby conferred on the East 
African courts in regard to vessels seized by the com- 
mander or officer of any of Her Majesty's ships on sus- 
picion of being engaged in or fitted out for the slave 
trade, and to the persons, slaves, goods, and effects on 
board thereof, in the following cases ; namely, 


(1.) Where the vessel seized is a British vessel ; 

(2.) Where the vessel seized has been seized in pur- 
suance of any existing East African slave trade 
treaty ; and 

(3.) Where the vessel seized is not shown to the court 
to be entitled to claim the protection of the flag of 
any foreign state. 


Each of the East African courts shall have the same 
jurisdiction in regard to any person who has been seized 
either at sea or land, on the ground that he has or is 
suspected to have been detained as a slave, for the 
purpose of the slave trade, as the court would have 
under this section if he had been so detained on board a 
vessel that was seized and brought in for adjudication. 
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All jurisdiction exercised under this section shall for - 


the purpose of any such Act as above mentioned be 
deemed to be exercised in pursuance of that Act. 


6. This Act shall apply to all cases of vessels, slaves, 
goods, and effects seized by the commander or officer of 
any of Her Majesty’s ships, and adjudicated upon by any 
of the East African courts, whether before or after the 
passing of this Act. 


7. Where any treaty in relation to the slave trade is 
made after the passing of this Act, by or on behalf of 
Her Majesty, with any foreiga state in Arabia, or on the

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or shores, including the islands of Zanzibar and Mada- 
gascar and the Comoro islands, Her Majesty may by 
Order in Council direct that as from such date, not bein 
earlier than the date of the: treaty, as may be specified 
in the order, such treaty shall be deemed, and thereupon 
(as from the said date, or, if no date is specified, as from 
the date of such order) such treaty shall be deemed, to 
be an existing East African slave trade treaty within 
the meaning of this Act, and the provisions of this Act 
shall apply and be construed accordingly.

An Act for consolidating with Amendments the Acts 
for carrying into effect Treaties for the more effectual 
Suppression of the Slave Trade, and for other pur- 
poses connected with the Slave Trade. 


WHEREAS divers treaties for the more effectual suppres- 
sion of the slave trade have been made by or on behalf 
of Her Majesty and Her Royal predecessors with foreign 
states, and the Acts mentioned in the second schedule 
to this Act have been passed for carrying into effect 
the said treaties or some of them :

The term ‘slave court” means every British slave 
court, every mixed commission or court estab- 
lished under any existing slave trade treaty, and 
the court of any foreign state having jurisdiction 
to try and condemn a vessel engaged in the slave 
trade :

Seizure of Slave Ships. 


3. Where a vessel is, on reasonable grounds, suspected 
of being engaged in or fitted out for the slave trade, it 
shall (subject, in the case either of the vessel of: a foreign 
state, or of the commander or officer of a cruiser of 
a foreign state, to the limitations, restrictions, and 
regulations, if any, applicable thereto contained in any 
existing slave trade treaty made with such state) be 
lawful— | 


(a.) If the vessel is a British vessel, or is engazed in 
the slave trade within British jurisdiction, or is not 
a vessel of a foreign state, for any commander or 
officer of any of Her Majesty's ships, for any officer 
bearing Her Majesty’s commission in the army or 
navy, for any officer of Her Majesty’s Customs in

(b.) If the vessel is the vessel of a foreign state, for

4. Where any of the particulars mentioned in the first 
schedule to this Act are found in the equipment or on 
board of any vessel visited, seized, or detained in pursu- 
ance of this Act, such vessel shall, unless the contrary 
be proved, be deemed to be fitted out for the purposes 
of and engaged in the slave trade, and in such case, even 
though the vessel is restored, no damages shall be awarded 
against the seizor under this Act in respect of such 
visitation, seizure, or detention, or otherwise upon such 
restoration.

5. The High Court of Admiralty of England and every 
Vice-Admiralty Court in Her Majesty’s dominions out of 
the United Kingdom shall have jurisdiction to try and 
condemn or restore any vessel, slave, goods, and effects, 
alleged to be seized, detained, or forfeited, in pursuance 
of this Act, and on restoring the same to award such 
damages in respect of the visitation, seizure, and deten- 
tion of such vessel, goods, and effects, and of any person 
on board such vessel, and in respect of any act or thing 
done in relation to such visitation, seizure,-or detention, 
or in respect of any of such matters, and in any case to 
make such order as to costs as, subject to the provisions 
of this Act and of any existing slave trade treaty, the 
court may think just. 

Provided that nothing in this section shall give to any 
court any jurisdiction inconsistent with any existing slave 
trade treaty over a vessel which is shown to such court 
to be the vessel of any foreign state and which has not 
been engaged within British jurisdiction in the slave 
trade, but where any vessel of a foreign state is liable 
to be condemned by a British slave court such court 
shall have the same jurisdiction as if she were a British 
vessel. 

Each of the said courts shall have the same jurisdiction 
in regard to any person who has been seized, either at 
sea or on land, on the ground that he has or is suspected 
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to have been detained as a slave, for the purpose of aslave 
trade, as the court would have under this section if he 
had been so detained on board a vessel that was seized 
and brought in for adjudication. 


6. Where any vessel or slave seized by the commander 
or officer of the cruiser of any foreign state is brought in 
for adjudication in a British slave court, all proceedings 
for the condemnation of such vessel and slave, and the 
goods and effects on board such vessel, shall be taken in 
the name of Her Majesty by some person duly authorised 
in that behalf.

7. Where any existing slave trade treaty contains pro-

8. The regulations contained in any existing slave trade 
treaty for the time being in force, with respect to any 
mixed court or commission, shall have effect as if they 
were enacted in this Act, and such court or commission 
shall have all necessary jurisdiction for the purpose of 
carrying into effect any treaty referring to them, and in 
particular shall have jurisdiction to try, condemn, and

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Disposal of Vessels and Slaves. 


9. A vessel seized in pursuance of this Act, when con- 
demned by aslave court, may be taken into Her Majesty’s 
service upon payment of such sum as the Admiralty deem 
to be be a proper price for the same (which sum is in this. 
Act called the appraised value of such vessel), or, if not 
so taken, shall be broken up, and the materials thereof’ 
shall be publicly sold in separate parts. 

Provided that nothing herein shall prejudice the right 
of the Government of any foreign-state, under any treaty, 
to require such vessel to be broken up, or to take such 
vessel into its service upon payment of a sum fixed in 
accordance with such treaty, and any sum paid by the 
Government of a foreign state for a vessel taken into its 
service after condemnation by a slave court shall be 
deemed for the purposes of this Act to be the appraised 
value of the vessel.

24, This Act shall be construed as one with the 
enactments of the Slave Trade Act, 1824, and any 
enactments amending the same, so far as they are in 
force at the time of the passing of this Act, and are 
not repealed by this Act; and the expression “ this 
Act,” when used in this Act, shall include those enact- 
ments. 


25. All pecuniary forfeitures and penalties imposed 
by the said enactments, with which this Act is to be 
construed as one, may be sued for, prosecuted, and 
recovered in any Court of Record or of Vice-Admiralty 
in any part of Her Majesty's dominions wherein the 
offence was committed, or where the offender may be, 
in like manner as any penalty or forfeiture incurred in

Where any treaty in relation to the slave trade is 
made after the passing of this Act, by or on behalf of 
Her Majesty, with any foreign state, Her Majesty may 
by Order in Council direct that as from such date, not 
being earlier than the date of the treaty, as may be 
specified in the order, such treaty shall be deemed, and 
thereupon (as from the said date, orif no date is specified 
as from the date of such order) such treaty shall be 
deemed, to be an existing slave trade treaty within the 
meaning of this Act, and all the provisions of this Act 
shall apply and be construed accordingly. 

Her Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent 
order referring to the same treaty, render the application 
of this Act subject to such conditions, exceptions, and 
qualifications as may be deemed expedient. 

Every such order shall recite or embody the terms of 
the treaty so far as they relate to the slave trade, and 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament within 
six weeks after it is made, or, if Parliament be not then 
sitting, within six weeks ‘after the then next meeting of 
Parliament, and shall also be published in the London 
Gazette. 

A treaty, whether made before or after the passing 
of this Act, which ceases to be in force, shall cease to 
be an existing slave trade treaty within the meaning 
of this Act. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. — 


EQUIPMENTS WHICH ARE PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE OF A 
VESSEL BEING ENGAGED IN THE SLAVE TRADE, 


First.—Hatches with open gratings, instead of the 
close hatches which are usual in merchant vessels. 

Secondly.—Divisions. or bulkheads in the hold or on 
deck more numerous than are necessary for vessels 
engaged in lawful trade. 

Thirdly.—Spare plank fitted for being laid down as a 


second or slave deck. 
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Fourthly.—Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 

Fifthly.—A larger quantity of water in casks or in 
tanks than is requisite for the consumption of the crew 
of the vessel as a merchant vessel. 

Sixthly.—An extraordinary number of water casks or 
of other vessels for holding liquid, unless the master 


shall produce a certificate from the custom house at the - 


place from which he cleared outwards, stating that a 
sufficient security has been given by the owners of such 
vessel that such extra quantity of casks or of other 
vessels should only be used for the reception of palm vil, 
or for other purposes of lawful commerce. 

Seventhly.—A greater quantity of mess tubs or kids 
than are requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel 
as a merchant vessel. 


HKighthly.—A boiler or other cooking apparatus of an — 


unusual size, and larger or fitted for being or capable of 
being made larger than requisite for the use of the crew 
of the vessel as a merchant vessel, or more than one 
boiler or other cooking apparatus of the ordinary size. 

Ninthly.— An extraordinary quantity either of rice or 
of the flour of Brazil, manioc, or cassada, commonly 
called farinha, of maize or of Indian corn, or of any 
other article of food whatever, beyond what might 
probably be requisite for the use of the crew, such rice, 
flour, maize, Indian corn, or other article of food not 
being entered on the manifest as part of the cargo for 
trade. 

Tenthly.—A quantity of mats or matting larger than 
is necessary for the use of the crew of the vessel as a 
merchant vessel. 


Eleventhly.—Any other equipment, article, or thing | 


which is declared by any existing slave trade treaty to 
be prima facie evidence of a vessel being engaged in the 
slave trade.

An Act for more effectually punishing Offences against 
the Laws relating to the Slave Trade. 


WHEREAS under an Act passed in the Session holden in 
the thirty-second and thirty-third years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, the Governor General of India in 
Council is empowered to make laws for Native Indian 
subjects of Her Majesty without and beyond British 
India : 

And whereas under an Act passed in the Session 
holden in the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth years of 
the reign of Her present: Majesty, the Governor General 
of India in Council is empowered to make laws for all 
British subjects of Her Majesty within the dominions of 
Princes and States in India in alliance with Her Majesty, 
whether in the service of the Government of India or 
otherwise : 

And whereas the several Princes and States in India 
in alliance with Her Majesty have no connexions, 
engagements, or communications with Foreign Powers, 
and the subjects of such Princes and States are, when 
residing or being in the places herein-after referred to, 
entitled to the protection of the British Government, 
and receive such protection equally with the subjects of 
Her Majesty : 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for 
more effectually punishing offences against the laws 
relating to the slave trade by British subjects and other 
persons protected by the British Government in such 

laces : 
: Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 


1. If any person, being a subject of Her Majesty or 
of any Prince or State in India in alliance with Her 


Majesty, shall, upon the High Seas or in any part of 


Asia or Africa which Her Majesty may from time to 
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time think fit to specify by any Order in Council in this 
behalf, commit any of the offences defined in sections 
367, 370, and 371 (in theschedule to this Act respectively 
recited) of Act 45 of 1860, passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council and called “The Indian 
Penal Code,” or abet within the meaning of the fifth

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And every High Court may, if it thinks fit, issue such 
commission as is mentioned in section 330 of Act 10 
of 1872, passed by the Governor General of India in 
Council, and called “The Code of Criminal Procedure,” 
to any consular officer of Her Majesty in the parts of 
Asia or Africa specified in any Order of Her Majesty 
in Council under section 1 of this Act, or to any political 
officer or agent of the Governor General of India in 
Council or of any Indian Government in the said parts 
or in the dominions of any Prince or State in India in 
alliance with Her Majesty, or to any magistrate in Her 
Majesty’s Indian Dominions. 

And the depositions taken by virtue of the said 
powers or under such commission shall be deemed by 
every court of original or appellate jurisdiction in India 
in any trial or proceeding under this Act or any Act 
of Parliament relating to slavery or the slave trade to 
be as good and competent evidence as if the witnesses 
deposing had been present and examined viva voce and 
had made oath or affirmation as required by law. 

5. Nothing ia this Act shall be deemed to restrict the 
legislative power which the Governor General of India 
in Council possesses at meetings for the purpose of 
making Jaws and regulations.

S. 367 of the Indian Penal Code.— Whoever kidnaps 
or abducts any person, in order that such person may

An Act to amend the Slave Trade (Kast African Courts) 
Act, 1873. 


BE it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 


1. This Act may be cited as the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1879. 

This Act shall be construed as one with the Slave 
Trade (East African Courts) Act, 1873, and that Act 
and this Act may be cited together as the Slave Trade 
(East African Courts) Acts, 1873 and 1879. 


2. Whereas by section two of the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1873, the term “ East African 
courts” is defined to mean the Vice-Admiralty Court at 
Aden, and any of Her Majesty’s consuls within the 
dominions of the Sovereigns of Zauzibar, Muscat, and 
Madagascar, when exercising jurisdiction in pursuance 
of the Orders in Council recited in the said Act, and it 
is expedient to amend the said definition: Be it there- 
fore enacted as follows: 

In the Slave Trade (East African Courts) Act, 1873, 
the term “ East African courts” shall mean the Vice- 
Admiralty Court at Aden, and any of Her Majesty’s 
consular officers within the dominions of the Sovereigns 
of Zanzibar, Muscat, and Madagascar on whom juris- 
diction in relation to vessels captured on suspicion of 
being engaged in the slave trade, or otherwise in

An Act to.amend the Law respecting the exercise of 
Admiralty Jurisdiction in Her Majesty's Dominions and 
elsewhere out of the United Kingdom. 

[25th July 1890.] 


Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows :-— 


1. This Act may may be cited ‘as the Colonial Courts 
of Admiralty Act, 1890. 


2. (1.) Every court of law in a British possession, 
which is for the time being declared in pursuance of this 
Act to be a court of Admiralty, or which, if no such 
declaration is in force in the possession, has therein 
original unlimited civil jurisdiction, shall be a court of 
Admiralty, with the jurisdiction in this Act mentioned, 
and may for the purpose of. that jurisdiction exercise all 
the powers which it possesses for the purpose of its other 
civi] jurisdiction, and such court in reference to the 
jurisdiction conferred by this Act is in this Act referred 
to as a Colonial Court of Admiralty. Where in a British 
possession the Governor is the sole judicial authority, 
the expression “court of law” for the purposes of this 
section includes such Governor. 

(2.) The jurisdiction of a Colonial Court of Admiralty 
shall, subject to the provisions of this Act, be over the 
like places, persons, matters, and things, as the Admiralty 
jurisdiction of the High Court in England, whether 
existing by virtue of any statute or otherwise, and the 
Colonial Court of Admiralty may exercise such jurisdic-

(3.) Subject to the provisions of this Act any enact- 
ment referring to a Vice-Admiralty Court, which is

The partition of the Coasts of Africa between Euro- 
pean Powers has altered the position of the ‘“ Uncivilized 
States” on the West Coast with whom Great Britain 
has Treaties for the Suppression of the Slave Trade. 


The waters of that coast, with the exception of the 
coast line belonging to Dahomey, have, within the limits 
recognized by International Law, become the territorial 
waters of some civilized State. You will consequently 
be guided in regard to vessels within those limits by the 
instructions relating to Territorial Waters. 


PART IL. 
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INSTRUCTIONS AS TO THE APPLICATION OF 
THE GENERAL ACT OF THE BRUSSELS 
CONFERENCE. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


The Conference held at Brussels in 1889-90 was sum- 
moned to concert the best means for bringing about the 
suppression of the Slave Trade. 

Its conclusions are recorded in the ‘‘General Act” 
of July 2, 1890, of which a translation is given in 
Appendix A, pages 103 to 136. 

The Act has been signed and ratified by the following 
Powers :— 

Germany, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, Spain, 
the Independent State of the Congo, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, the Netherlands, Persia, Portugal, Russia, 
Sweden and Norway, Turkey, the United States of 
America, and Zanzibar. 

The French ratification is partial, as is explained 
further on. 

The Act consists of 100 Articles, divided into seven 
chapters. 

Annexed to it is a declaration dealing with the impo- 
sition of import duties in what is termed the “Conven- 
tional Basin of the Congo.”* The declaration, however, 
does not affect the duties of Naval officers. 

The Act traces the progress of the slave traders from 
the scene of their raidsin Africa to the coast, and thence 
to foreign markets. 

It imposes certain duties on Powers exercising 
sovereign rights in Africa: it lays down rules for 


® The “Conventional Basin of the Congo” comprises all that 
territory in which freedom of trade is declared by Article I. of the 


_ Act of Berlin of 1885. 
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the action of cruisers; and provides for the liberation 
and supervision of slaves who may have reached a country 
where slavery is not illegal. 

Chapter I. (Articles I. to XIV.) relates to the sup- 
pression of the Slave Trade at its source—that is, on 
the African continent: lays down a scheme for the 
common action of all the Powers with this object: 
fixes the bases of the legislation to be applied to 
crimes connected with the Slave Trade: ensures the 
protection and freedom of liberated and fugitive slaves, 
and imposes restrictions on the trade in arms and 
munitions of war. 

Chapter II. (Articles XV. to XIX.) defines the 
measures to be taken by the territorial authorities for 
watching the caravan routes, phi slave convoys, 
freeing the slaves and punishing the dealers. 

Chapter [IT. (Articles XX. to DXI.) lays down in 
much detail the general principles and special procedure 
for suppressing the trade by sea. 

The operations of cruisers under the Act will in future 
be restricted to a certain specified zone, and within that 
zone to vessels not exceeding 500 tons burthen. 

The right to freedom of a slave who has taken refuge 
on board a ship of war is henceforth absolute. 

A distinction of practical importance has been, for the 
first time, drawn in the Act between what are technically 
defined as “native vessels” and others; native vessels 
_ being placed under special and stringent rules, both as 
regards the distinctive marks they are required to show, 
and also as regards the shipment and landing of native 
passengers and crew. 

Chapter IV. (Articles LXII to LXXIII.) deals with 
the position of African slaves imported into States where 
domestic slavery is a recognised institution. 

The importation, exportation and transit, and the 
trafic in African slaves are expressly forbidden. 
Penalties are provided, and diplomatic, consular, and 
naval officers are empowered to assist the local authori- 
ties within Treaty limits. 


Chapter V. (Articles LXXIV. to LXXXIX.) creates 


an International Maritime Office at Zanzibar, the object 
of which is to facilitate the task of cruisers by collecting 
all information relating to the Slave Trade within the 
zone. Other Offices of a like nature may be formed 
within the zone as time goes on. There will also be a 
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General Office at Brussels and Local Offices to provide 
for liberated slaves. 

Chapter VI. (Articles XC. to XCV.) is framed to limit 
the importation of spirits. 

Chapter VII. (Articles XCVI. to C.) contains some 
final genera] provisions. 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


It will be seen from the above summary that the 
Chapters under which Naval officers will act, in other than 
the inland waters referred to in Chapter I, Article IT, 
are Chapters III, 1V., and V. 

It will be your duty to make yourself thoroughly con- 
versant with their contents, and to apply them strictly 
as necessity arises. 

Your particular attention is, however, called to the 
following explanations :— 


The formal Warrants, hitherto delivered to the 
Commanding Officers of vessels of war, are no longer 
required. You are entitled to exercise, within the 
maritime zone, all the powers committed to you for the 
suppression of the Slave Trade. 

The term ‘“‘ vessel] of war” applies to vessels of any 
dimensions, without distinction of tonnage, duly armed 
for the purpose of suppressing the Slave Trade. 

It includes therefore all boats, armed by Commanding 
Officers of H.M. ships for that purpose. 

Articles XX, XXI, XXII, and XXIII, restrict the 
Clauses of the Conventions between the Signatory 
Powers concerning the reciprocal right of visit, search, 
and detention to the maritime zone therein described, and 
to vessels not exceeding 500 tons burthen. 

Great Britain exercises this right by Convention over 
vessels of all the Signatory Powers, except France. 

France alone having no such Convention with any of 
the Signatory Powers has never granted the right of 
search, though she admits the right of visit for the 
purpose of verifying: the flag under certain conditions. 

These Articles, therefore, do not apply to vessels 
under the French flag. You will be caretul in regard 
to such vessels to act in strict accordance with the 
instructions contained in Appendix C, page 243, 
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The present state of things as regards jurisdiction in 
territorial waters is not affected by the Act. 

Article XX1V.—You will find in Appendix B, page 137, 
the provisions of the conventions which still remain in 
force. 

Article XXVIII, deals with fugitive slaves on board 
of men-of-war. It does not apply to merchant vessels. | 

The word ‘‘definitively” was inserted in the Article in 
order to prevent a fugitive slave being taken back into 
slavery under pretence of his having committed a 
crime. 

When, therefore, you have reason to believe that the 
slave freed under this Article, if given up, will revert to 
a state of slavery, you will be justified in declining to 
hand him over to the Authorities, but will submit the 
question to the British Diplomatic or Consular Official 
on shore, if such happen to be present or in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the place where the demand is made, 
and receive from him a report of all he knows concerning 
the case, and an opinion as to whether the slave should 
be retained or given up. You will then exercise your 
own judgment as to the course to be adopted, taking 
care that a full report is made of all the circumstances, 
and, in cases where you dissent, your reasons tor doing so. 

Whenever, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Article, freedom shall have been given by you to a 
fugitive slave, you will furnish him with a certificate on 
the form given in Appendix F’, page 259. 

Should you decide to land the freed slave in the 
country from which he has escaped, you will do so by 
_ handing him over with his certificate of freedom to the 
British Diplomatic or Consular Authority present, in 
order that the fact of the slave’s freedom may be duly 
noted by the Office charged, under Article DXXXVI, 
with the duty of protecting freed slaves on shore. 
Failing such Authority, you will hand him over to the 
Office direct. Where neither the Authorities nor the 
Office above-mentioned exist, you will retain him on 
board till you can land him in a place where his freedom 
will be secured. 

Article XXIX. The agents referred to in Paragraph 2 
are the authorities of the Power whose colours the vessel 
flies, or, failing such authorities, the territorial] authorities. 
You are not, therefore, entitled under this Article to 
exercise the right of declaring the freedom of any 
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slave detained against his will, unless specially autho- 
rised to do so by Treaty; as in the case of slaves on 
board Zinzibar vessels, 

Article XXX. You will find in Appendix C 
explanations as to the intentions of France with regard 
to Articles XXX to XLI inclusive, and will be guided 
by the instructions therein contuined. 

Articles XXXVI, XXXVII, and XXXVIII, are 
intended to prevent slaves being embarked as sailors or 
passengers and ‘subsequently sold. Their provisions, how- 
ever, if applied with absolute strictness would have 
ruined the industries of natives engaged in the small 
coasting trade and in fishing. Article AXXIX. accord- 
ingly exempts boats engaged in these industries to 
the extent and on the conditions therein described. 
The exemptions as regards the coasting trade also apply 
to boats trading between the Mozambique Coast and the 
Portuguese Islands named in Appendix E. page 257; to 
boats trading between those islands; and to boats 
trading between the islands of the Comoro group. 

Article XLI. gives a list of the papers which should be 
carried by native vessels. You will be able to obtain 
specimens from the International Office at Zanzibar. 

Articles XLIT. to LXI. provide a mode of procedure 
in regard to the visit, search, and detention of suspected 
vessels and their subsequent trial, which supersedes 
that hitherto in force under the different Treaties with 
the Signatory Powers. 

These articles do not upply to vessels under the French 
flag. For instructions as to them see Appendix C. 

Artwle XLIV. gives as the papers which should be 
earried on other than “native” vessels ‘‘the documents 
mentioned in the Treaties or Conventions which still 
retain their force.” Printed lists of these documents 
will be supplied by the International Office at Zanzibar. 
You will, therefore, apply to that Office for such lists 
and be guided by them. 

Article XLV. confines the right of investigation of the 
cargo, or search, to vessels of Powers having Treaties 
or Conventions between one another of the nature 
alluded to in Article XXII. 

Article XLVIII.—The documents mentioned in this 
Article are required only in cases where the ye veri- 
fied are found to be correct. They should be forwarded 
through the Admiral or Senior Officer. 
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Article XLIX.—A list of the Authorities mentioned 
in this Article will be supplied to you on application to 
the International Office at Zanzibar. | 

Articles L. to LIX. define a new procedure for the — 
examination and trial of vessels seized. The vessel is 
to. be taken for preliminary investigation before one of 
the competent Authorities mentioned in Article XLIX., 
and will then be dealt with in the manner laid down. 

Article L[.—A vessel remaining at the disposal of 
the Captain under this Article shall be treated by him 
as a vessel of “no name or nation” engaged in the Slave 
Trade. For instructions on this point see page 43. 

Article LII.—The Slave Trade offences provided for 
by Special Convention herein referred to will be found 
under the several Treaties in Appendix B. 

The disposal of the Captain, crew, and slaves, under 
paragraph 2, will be undertaken by the Authority who 
has d‘rected the inquiry. 

Article LX. reserves the complete existing jurisdic- 
tion of all Courts having Slave Trade jurisdiction. A list 
of the British Courts in the maritime zone is given at 
page 255, Appendix D. 

Articles LXIT. to LX VIII. refer solely to countries 
whose institutions admit of domestic slavery. They do 
not in any way lessen the special rights conferred upon 
Great Britain by the Treaty Articles given in Appen- 
dix B. 

Articles LX XVIII. and LXXIX. give you access to 
the Archives of the International Office at Zanzibar, and 
to those of any auxiliary Office which may hereafter 
be created. | 

Article [XXXVI provides for the establishment of 
Offices and Institutions to take charge of slaves liberated 
in ports of the maritime zone.

The Acts of Parliament regulating your course in 
regard to Vessels subject to British Jurisdiction, and 
suspected of being engaged in or equipped for the Slave 
Trade, to which your attention is particularly directed, 
are to be found from page 45 to page 86. 

The Vessels subject to British Jurisdiction to which 
the above-mentioned Acts apply, and over which you 
are authorised to exercise the powers of Visit, Search, 
and Detention, are all Vessels, whatever be their 
Nationality, in British Waters, and in the Waters of a 
Power under British Protection, and British Vessels and 
Vessels not entitled to claim the protection of the Flag 
of any State or Nation everywhere except in Foreign 
Territorial Waters. 

The fact that a Vessel has Negroes on board or has 
in her Outfit any of the Equipments mentioned in 
section 52 (except Shackles, Bolts, or Handcuffs) will 
not render her liable to Detention, provided that the 
Master produces a Certificate showing that the Vessel 
has been chartered under the Authority of the British 
Government for the conveyance of Free Africans. 

The proper Port of Adjudication for a Vessel subject 
to British Jurisdiction, and detained under either of the 
above-mentioned Acts, is the nearest or most accessible 
Port at, which a British Admiralty, Vice-Admiralty, 
or Consular Court, or Colonial Court of Admiralty having 
Slave Trade Jurisdiction, 1s established. 

By the Colonial Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890 (53 
& 54 Vict., c. 27), all British Vice-Admiralty Courts 
have been abolished (section 17) except in those British 
Possessions in which the operation of the Act is delayed 
(First Schedule, p. 85), and the jurisdiction formerly 
belonging to them under the Slave Trade Acts has been 
conferred upon such Colonial Courts as have original 
unlimited civil jurisdiction, 1.e., generally the Supreme 
Court of the Colony (section 2). Power, however, is 
given to the Legislature of the Colony (section 3) to 
confer upon any inferior or subordinate Court in that 
Possession a partial or limited Admiralty jurisdiction, 
which may include jurisdiction under the Slave Trade Acts. 

An appeal from such Courts lies either immediately, or 
ultimately where there is an intermediate appeal, to Her 
Majesty the Queen in Council (sections 5 and 6).

An Act for the more effectual Suppression of the Slave 
Trade. 


WHEREAS an Act was passed in the fifth year of the 
reign of King George the Fourth, intituled “An Act 
“to amend and consolidate the laws relating to 
“the abolition of the slave trade”: and whereas it is 
expedient that from and after the commencement of this 
Act the provisions of the said Act herein-before recited 
shall be deemed to apply to and extend to render un- 
lawful and to prohibit the several acts, matters, and 
things therein mentioned when committed by British 
subjects in foreign countries and settlements not belong- 
ing to the British crown, in like manner and to all 
intents and purposes as if the same were done or com- 
mitted by such persons within the British dominions, 
colonies, or settlements ; and it is expedient that further 
provisions should be made for the more effectual sup- 
pression of the slave trade, and of certain practices tend- 
ing to promote and encourage it: all the provisions of 
the said Consolidated Slave Trade Act hereinbefore 
recited and of this present Act shall, from and after the 
coming into operation of this Act, be deemed to extend 
and apply to British subjects wheresoever residing or 
being, and whether within the dominions of the British 
crown or of any foreign country; and all the several

and detain any person found detained or reasonably 
suspected of having been detained as a slave, for the 
purpose of the slave trade, on board any such vessel, and 
to carry away such vessel and person, together with the 
master and all persons, goods, and effects on board any 
such vessel, for the purpose of bringing in such vessel, 
person, goods, and effects for adjudication. 

All vessels, slaves, persons, goods, and effects which 
may be forfeited under the enactments with which this 
Act is to be construed as one, as herein-after mentioned,

5. The High Court of Admiralty of England and every 
Vice-Admiralty Court in Her Majesty’s dominions out of 
the United Kingdom shall have jurisdiction to try and 
condemn or restore any vessel, slave, goods, and effects, 
alleged to be seized, detained, or forfeited, in pursuance 
of this Act, and on restoring the same to award such 
damages in respect of the visitation, seizure, and deten- 
tion of such vessel, goods, and effects, and of any person 
on board such vessel, and in respect of any act or thing 
done in relation to such visitation, seizure,-or detention, 
or in respect of any of such matters, and in any case to 
make such order as to costs as, subject to the provisions 
of this Act and of any existing slave trade treaty, the 
court may think just. 

Provided that nothing in this section shall give to any 
court any jurisdiction inconsistent with any existing slave 
trade treaty over a vessel which is shown to such court 
to be the vessel of any foreign state and which has not 
been engaged within British jurisdiction in the slave 
trade, but where any vessel of a foreign state is liable 
to be condemned by a British slave court such court 
shall have the same jurisdiction as if she were a British 
vessel. 

Each of the said courts shall have the same jurisdiction 
in regard to any person who has been seized, either at 
sea or on land, on the ground that he has or is suspected 
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to have been detained as a slave, for the purpose of aslave 
trade, as the court would have under this section if he 
had been so detained on board a vessel that was seized 
and brought in for adjudication. 


6. Where any vessel or slave seized by the commander 
or officer of the cruiser of any foreign state is brought in 
for adjudication in a British slave court, all proceedings 
for the condemnation of such vessel and slave, and the 
goods and effects on board such vessel, shall be taken in 
the name of Her Majesty by some person duly authorised 
in that behalf. 


Mixed Courts. 


7. Where any existing slave trade treaty contains pro- 
visions for the time being in force for the appointment of 
any mixed court or commission for deciding cases under 
such treaty, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time 
to time to appoint such commissioners, judges, arbitrators, 
secretary, registrar, and other officers as are mentioned in 
such provisions. 

There shall be paid to every commissioner, judge, arbi- 
trator, secretary, registrar, and other officer so appointed, 
such salary as the Treasury may from time to time 
direct. | 

In case of the death, or sickness, or absence either on 
leave or from any other lawful impediment of any such 
commissioner, judge, arbitrator, secretary, registrar, or

Act called the appraised value of such vessel), or, if not 
so taken, shall be broken up, and the materials thereof 
shall be publicly sold in separate parts.

26. Any offence against this Act or the said enact- 
ments with which this Act is to be construed as one, or 
otherwise in connexion with the slave trade, shall for all 
purposes of and incidental to the trial and punishment 
of a person guilty of such offence, and all proceedings 
and matters preliminary and incidental. to and conse- 
quential on such trial and punishment, and for all 
purposes of and incidental to the jurisdiction of any

nature of a warrant, direct such removal, and such

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29. Where any treaty in relation to the slave trade is 
made after the passing of this Act, by or on behalf of 
Her Majesty, with any foreign state, Her Majesty may 
by Order in Council direct that as from such date, not 
being earlier than the date of the treaty, as may be 
specified in the order, such treaty shall be deemed, and 
thereupon (as from the said date, or if no date is specified 
as from the date of such order) such treaty shal be 
deemed, to be an existing slave trade treaty within the 
meaning of this Act, and all the provisions of this Act 
shall apply and be construed accordingly. 

Her Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent 
order referring to the same treaty, render the application 
of this Act subject to such conditions, exceptions, and 
qualifications as may be deemed expedient.

FIRST SCHEDULE. — 


EQUIPMENTS WHICH ARE PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE OF A 
VESSEL BEING ENGAGED IN THE SLAVE TRADE. 


First.—Hatches with open gratings, instead of the 
close hatches which are usual in merchant vessels. 

Secondly.—Divisions or bulkheads in the hold or on 
deck more numerous than are necessary for vessels 
engaged in lawful trade. 

Thirdly.—Spare plank fitted for being laid dawn as a 


second or slave deck. 
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Fourthly.—Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 

Fifthly.—A larger quantity of water in casks or in 
tanks than is requisite for the consumption of the crew 
of the vessel as a merchant vessel. 

Sixthly.—An extraordinary number of water casks or 
of other vessels for holding liquid, unless the master 


shall produce a certificate from the custom house at the - 


place from which he cleared outwards, stating that a 
sufficient security has been given by the owners of such 
vessel that such extra quantity of casks or of other 
vessels should only be used for the reception of palm vil, 
or for other purposes of lawful commerce. 

Seventhly.—A greater quantity of mess tubs or kids 
than are requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel 
as a merchant vessel. 


Kighthly.—A boiler or other cooking apparatus of an ~ 


unusual size, and larger or fitted for being or capable of 
being made larger than requisite for the use of the crew 
of the vessel as a merchant vessel, or more than one 
boiler or other cooking apparatus of the ordinary size. 

Ninthly.— An extraordinary quantity either of rice or 
of the flour of Brazil, manioc, or cassada, commonly 
called farinha, of maize or of Indian corn, or of any 
other article of food whatever, beyond what might 
probably be requisite for the use of the crew, such rice, 
flour, maize, Indian corn, or other article of food not 
being entered on the manifest as part of the cargo for 
trade. 

Tenthly.—A quantity of mats or matting larger than 
is necessary for the use of the crew of the vessel as a 
merchant vessel. 


Eleventhly.—Any other equipment, article, or thing _ 


which is declared by any existing slave trade treaty to 
be prima facie evidence of a vessel being engaged in the 
slave trade.

An Act for more effectually punishing Offences against 
the Laws relating to the Slave Trade. 


WHEREAS under an Act passed in the Session holden in 
the thirty-second and thirty-third years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, the Governor General of India in 
Council is empowered to make laws for Native Indian 
subjects of Her Majesty without and beyond British 
India: 

And whereas under an Act passed in ‘the Session 
holden in the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth years of 
the reign of Her present: Majesty, the Governor General 
of India in Council is empowered to make laws for all 
British subjects of Her Majesty within the dominions of 
Princes and States in India in alliance with Her Majesty, 
whether in the service of the Government of India or 
otherwise : 

And whereas the several Princes and States in India 
in alliance with Her Majesty have no connexions, 
engagements, or communications with Foreign Powers, 
and the subjects of such Princes and States are, when 
residing or being in the places herein-after referred to, 
entitled to the protection of the British Government, 
and receive such protection equally with the subjects of 
Her Majesty : 

And whereas if} 1s expedient to make provision for 
more effectually punishing offences against the laws 
relating to the slave trade by British subjects and other 
persons protected by the British Government in such 

laces : 
. Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : : 


1. If any person, being a subject of Her Majesty or 
of any Prince or State in India in alliance with Her 
Majesty, shall, upon the High Seas or in any part of 
Asia or Africa which Her Majesty may from time to 
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time think fit to specify by any Order in Council in this 
behalf, commit any of the offences defined in sections 
367, 370, and 371 (in theschedule to this Act respectively 
recited) of Act 45 of 1860, passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council and called “The Indian 
Penal Code,” or abet within the meaning of the fifth 
chapter of the said Penal Code the commission of any 
such offence, such person shall be dealt with, in respect

2. If the Governor General of India in Council shall, 
at a meeting for making laws and regulations, amend 
the provisions of the said sections 367, 370, and 371 of 
the said Penal Code, or any of them, or the said fifth 
chapter thereof so far as relates to the abatement of any 
of the offences forbidden by such sections, or make 
any further provision for preventing or suppressing the 
making, buying, or selling of slaves or any of the 
offences comprised in the said three sections, the Secre- 
tary of State for India shall, unless Her Majesty has 
disallowed such amendment or further provision, lay a 
copy of the amending Act before each House of Parlia- 
ment, and after the same shall have lain on the table of 
both Houses of Parliament for the space of forty days,

deposing had been present and examined viva voce and 
had made oath or affirmation as required. by law. 

5. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to restrict the 
legislative power which the Governor General of India 
in Council possesses at meetings for the purpose of 
making laws and regulations. 


SCHEDULE. 


S. 367 of the Indian Penal Code.— Whoever kidnaps

An Act to amend the Slave Trade (East African Courts) 
Act, 1873. 


BE it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 


1, This Act may be cited as the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1879. 

This Act shall be construed as one with the Slave 
Trade (East African Courts) Act, 1873, and that Act 
and this Act may be cited together as the Slave Trade 
(East African Courts) Acts, 1873 and 1879. 


2. Whereas by section two of the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1873, the term “ East African 
courts” is defined to mean the Vice-Admiralty Court at 
Aden, and any of Her Majesty’s consuls within the 
dominions of the Sovereigns of Zanzibar, Muscat, and 
Madagascar, when exercising jurisdiction in pursuance 
of the Orders in Council recited in the said Act, and it 
is expedient to amend the said definition: Be it there- 
fore enacted as follows: 

In the Slave Trade (East African Courts) Act, 1878, 
the term “ East African courts” shall mean the Vice- 
Admiralty Court at Aden, and any of Her Majesty’s 
consular officers within the dominions of the Sovereigns 
of Zanzibar, Muscat, and Madagascar on whom _juris- 
diction in relation to vessels captured on suspicion of 
being engaged in the slave trade, or otherwise in 
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relation to the slave trade, has been conferred by an 
Order in Council, made whether before or atter the 
passing of this Act. 

So much of section two of the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1873, as defines the term ‘‘ East 
African courts” is hereby repealed, without prejudice 
to anything already done or suffered in pursuance 
thereof. 


8. Whereas by section seven of the Slave Trade (East 
African Courts) Act, 1873, Her Majesty is authorised by 
Order in Council to direct that a treaty in relation to 
the slave trade made by or on behalf of Her Majesty 
with any of the foreign states therein mentioned in 
Arabia or Africa shall be deemed to be an existing East 
African Slave Trade treaty within the meaning of the 
above mentioned Act : 

And whereas doubts have arisen as to whether the 
said section applies to a treaty with the Government of 
Egypt, and it is expedient to remove such doubts: Be 
it therefore enacted as follows : 

A treaty in relation to the slave trade made either 
before or after the passing of this Act by or on behalf 
of Her Majesty with the Government of Egypt shall be 
deemed to be a treaty in relation to the slave trade to 
which section seven of the Slave Trade (East African 
Courts) Act, 1873, applies, and Orders in Council in 
relation to such treaty may be made accordingly in 
pursuance of the said section. 


4, Each of the East African courts shall have the 
same jurisdiction in regard to a British vessel seized

An Act to.amend the Law respecting the exercise of 
Admiralty Jurisdiction in Her Majesty's Dominions and 
elsewhere out of the United Kingdom. 

[25th July 1890.] 


Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows :— 


1. This Act may may be cited ‘as the Colonial Courts 
of Admiralty Act, 1890. 


2. (1.) Every court of law in a British possession, 
which is for the time being declared in pursuance of this 
Act to be a court of Admiralty, or which, if no such 
declaration is in force in the possession, has therein 
original unlimited civil jurisdiction, shall be a court of 
Admiralty, with the jurisdiction in this Act mentioned, 
and may for the purpose of. that jurisdiction exercise all 
the powers which it possesses for the purpose of its other 
civil] jurisdiction, and such court in reference to the 
jurisdiction conferred by this Act is in this Act referred 
to as a Colonial Court of Admiralty.

INSTRUCTIONS AS TO TREATIES WITH 
“UNCIVILISED STATES” ON THE WEST 
COAST OF AFRICA. 


The partition of the Coasts of Africa between Euro- 
pean Powers has altered the position of the “ Uncivilized 
States” on the West Coast with whom Great Britain. 
has Treaties for the Suppression of the Slave Trade. 


The waters of that coast, with the exception of the 
coast line belonging to Dahomey, have, within the limits 
recognized by International Law, become the territorial 
waters of some civilized State. You will consequently 
be guided in regard to vessels within those limits by the 
instructions relating to Territorial Waters.

INSTRUCTIONS AS TO THE APPLICATION OF 
THE GENERAL ACT OF THE BRUSSELS 
CONFERENCE. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


The Conference held at Brussels in 1889-90 was sum- 
moned to concert the best means for bringing about the 
suppression of the Slave Trade. 

Its conclusions are recorded in the ‘General Act” 
of July 2, 1890, of which a translation is given in 
Appendix A, pages 103 to 136. | 

The Act has been signed and ratified by the following 
Powers :— 

Germany, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, Spain, 
the Independent State of the Congo, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, the Netherlands, Persia, Portugal, Russia, 
Sweden and Norway, Turkey, the United States of 

America, and Zanzibar. 
The French ratification is partial, as is explained 
further on. 

The Act consists of 100 Articles, divided into seven 
chapters. | 

Annexed to it is a declaration dealing with the impo- 
sition of import duties in what is termed the “ Conven- 
tional Basin of the Congo.”* The declaration, however, 
does not affect the duties of Naval officers. 

The Act traces the progress of the slave traders from 
the scene of their raidsin Africa to the coast, and thence 
to foreign markets, 

It imposes certain duties on Powers exercising 
sovereign rights in Africa: it lays down rules for 


® The “Conventional Basin of the Congo” comprises all that 
territory in which freedom of trade is declared by Article I. of the 


_ Act of Berlin of 1888, 
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the action of cruisers; and provides for the liberation 
and supervision of slaves who may have reached a country 
where slavery is not illegal. 

Chapter I. (Articles I. to XIV.) relates to the sup- 
pression of the Slave Trade at its source—that is, on 
the African continent: lays down a scheme for the 
common action of all the Powers with this object: 
fixes the bases of the legislation to be applied to 
crimes connected with the Slave Trade: ensures the 
protection and freedom of liberated and fugitive slaves, 
and imposes restrictions on the trade in arms and 
munitions of war. 

Chapter II. (Articles XV. to XIX.) defines the 
measures to be taken by the territorial authorities for 
watching the caravan routes, stopping slave convoys, 
freeing the slaves and punishing the rp 

Chapter ITI. (Articles XX. to DXI.) lays down in 
much detail the general principles and special procedure 
for suppressing the trade by sea. 

The operations of cruisers under the Act will in future 
be restricted to a certain specified zone, and within that 
zone to vessels not exceeding 500 tons burthen. 

The right to freedom of a slave who has taken refuge 
on board a ship of war is henceforth absolute. 

A distinction of practical importance has been, for the 
first time, drawn in the Act between what are technically 
defined as ‘“‘native vessels” and others; native vessels 
being placed under special and stringent rules, both as 
regards the distinctive marks they are required to show, 
and also as regards the shipment and landing of native 
passengers and crew. 

Chapter IV. (Articles LXII to LDXXIIT.) deals with 
the position of African slaves imported into States where 
domestic slavery is a recognised institution. 

The importation, exportation and transit, and the 
trafic in African slaves are expressly forbidden. 
Penalties are provided, and diplomatic, consular, and 
naval officers are empowered to assist the local authori- 
ties within Treaty limits. 

Chapter V. (Articles LXXIV. to LXXXIX.) creates 
an International Maritime Office at Zanzibar, the object 
of which is to facilitate the task of cruisers by collecting 
all information relating to the Slave Trade within the 
zone. Other Offices of a like nature may be formed 
within the zone as time goes on. There will also be a 
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General Office at Brussels and Local Offices to provide 
for liberated slaves. 

Chapter VI. (Articles XC. to XCV.) is framed to limit 
the importation of spirits. 

Chapter VII. (Articles XCVIJ. to C.) contains some 


final general provisions. 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


It will be seen from the above summary that the 
Chapters under which Naval officers will act, in other than 
the inland waters referred to in Chapter I, Article ITI, 
are Chapters IIT, IV., and V. 

It will be your duty to make yourself thoroughly con- 
versant with their contents, and to apply them strictly 
as necessity arises. 

Your particular attention is, however, called to the 
following explanations :— 


The formal Warrants, hitherto delivered to the 
Commanding Officers of vessels of war, are no longer 
required. You are entitled to exercise, within the 
maritime zone, all the powers committed to you for the 
suppression of the Slave Trade. 

The term ‘vessel of war” applies to vessels of any 
dimensions, without distinction of tonnage, duly armed 
for the purpose of suppressing the Slave Trade. 

It includes therefore all boats, armed by Commanding 
Officers of H.M. ships for that purpose. 

Articles XX, XXI, XXII, and XXITT, restrict the 
Clauses of the Conventions between the Signatory 
Powers concerning the reciprocal right of visit, search, 
and detention to the maritime zone therein described, and 
to vessels not exceeding 500 tons burthen. 

Great Britain exercises this right by Convention over 
vessels of all the Signatory Powers, except France. 

France alone having no such Convention with any of 
the Signatory Powers has never granted the right of 
search, though she admits the right of visit for the 
purpose of verifying: the flag under certain conditions. 

These Articles, therefore, do not apply to vessels 
under the French flag. You will be caretul in regard 
to such vessels to act in strict accordance with the 
wstructions contained in Appendix C, page 243, 
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The present state of things as regards jurisdiction in 
territorial waters is not affected by the Act. 

Article XX1IV.—You will find in Appendix B, page 137, 
the provisions of the conventions which still remain in 
force. 

Article XXVIIT, deals with fugitive slaves on board 
of men-of-war. It does not apply to merchant vessels. 

The word ‘‘definitively” was inserted in the Article in 
order to prevent a fugitive slave being taken back into 
slavery under pretence of his having committed a 
crime. 

When, therefore, you have reason to believe that the 
slave freed under this Article, if given up, will revert to 
a state of slavery, you will be justified in declining to 
hand him over to the Authorities, but will submit the 
question to the British Diplomatic or Consular Official 
on shore, if such happen to be present or in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the place where the demand is made, 
and receive from him a report of all he knows concerning 
the case, and an opinion as to whether the slave should 
be retained or given up. You will then exercise your 
own judgment as to the course to be adopted, taking 
care that a full report is made of all the circumstances, 
and, in cases where you dissent, your reasons for doing so. 

Whenever, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Article, freedom shall have been given by you to a 
fugitive slave, you will furnish him with a certificate on 
the form given in Appendix F, page 259. 

Should you decide to land the freed slave in the 
country from which he has escaped, you will do so by 
_ handing him over with his certificate of freedom to the 
British Diplomatic or Consular Authority present, in 
order that the fact of the slave's freedom may be duly 
noted by the Office charged, under Article LXXXVI, 
with the duty of protecting freed slaves on shore. 
Failing such Authority, you will hand him over to the 
Office direct. Where neither the Authorities nor the 
Office above-mentioned exist, you will retain him on 
board till you can land him in a place where his freedom 
will be secured. 

Article X XIX. The agents referred to in Paragraph 2 
are the authorities of the Power whose colours the vessel 
flies, or, failing such authorities, the territorial authorities. 
You are not, therefore, entitled under this Article to 
exercise the right of declaring the freedom of any 
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slave detained against his will, unless specially autho- 
rised to do so by Treaty; as in the cuse of slaves on 
board Z:nzibar vessels. 

Article XXX. You will find in Appendix C 
explanations as to the intentions of France with regard 
to Articles XXX to XLI inclusive, and will be guided 
by the instractions therein contuined. 

Articles XXXVI, XXXVII. and XXXVIITI, are 
intended to prevent slaves being embarked as sailors or 
passengers and subsequently sold. Their provisions, how- 
ever, if applied with absolute strictness would have 
ruined the industries of natives engaged in the small 
coasting trade and in fishing. Article XXXIX. accord- 
ingly exempts boats engaged in these industries to 
the extent and on the conditions therein described. 
The exemptions as regards the coasting trade also apply 
to boats trading between the Mozambique Coast and the 
Portugese Islands named in Appendix E. page 257 ; to 
boats trading between those islands; and to boats 
trading between the islands of the Comoro group. 

Article XLI. gives a list of the papers which should be 
carried by native vessels. You will be able to obtain 
specimens from the International Office at Zanzibar. 

Articles XLII. to LEXI. provide a mode of procedure 
in regard to the visit, search, and detention of suspected 
vessels and their subsequent trial, which supersedes 
that hitherto in force under the different Treaties with 
the Signatory Powers. 

These articles do not upply to vessels under the French 
flag. For instructions as to them see Appendix C. 

Artwle XLIV. gives as the papers which should be 
carried on other than “native” vessels “the documents 
mentioned in the Treaties or Conventions which still 
retain their force.” Printed lists of these documents 
will be supplied by the International Office at Zanzibar. 
You will, therefore, apply to that Office for such lists 
and be guided by them. 

Article XLV. confines the right of investigation of the 
cargo, or search, to vessels of Powers having Treaties 
or Conventions between one another of the nature 
alluded to in Article XXII. 

Article XLV III.—The documents mentioned in this 
Article are required only in cases where the ge veri- 
fied are found to be correct. They should be forwarded 
through the Admiral or Senior Officer. 
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Article XLIX.—A list of the Authorities mentioned 
in this Article will be supplied to you on application to 
the International Office at Zanzibar. | 

Articles L. to LIX. define a new procedure for the 
examination and trial of vessels seized. The vessel is — 
to be taken for preliminary investigation before one of 
the competent Authorities mentioned in Article XLIX., 
and will then be dealt with in the manner laid down. 

Article LI.—A vessel remaining at the disposal of 
the Captain under this Article shall be treated by him 
as a vessel of “‘ no name or nation” engaged in the Slave 
Trade. For instructions on this point see page 43. 

Article LII.—The Slave Trade offences provided for 
by Special Convention herein referred to will be found 
under the several Treaties in Appendix B. 

The disposal of the Captain, crew, and slaves, under 
paragraph 2, will be undertaken by the Authority who 
has d‘rected the inquiry. 

Article LX. reserves the complete existing jurisdic- 
tion of all Courts having Slave Trade jurisdiction. A list 
of the British Courts in the maritime zone is given at 
page 255, Appendix D. 

Articles LXII. to LX VIII. refer solely to countries 
whose institutions admit of domestic slavery. They do 
not in any way lessen the special rights conferred upon 
Great Britain by the Treaty Articles given in Appen- 
dix B. 

Articles LX XVIII. and LXXIX. give you access to 
the Archives of the International Office at Zanzibar, and 
to those of any auxiliary Office which may hereafter 
be created. . 

Article LX XX VI. provides for the establishment of 
Offices and Institutions to take charge of slaves liberated 
in ports of the maritime zone.

Who, furnished with Full Powers which have been 
found in good and due form, have adopted the following 
provisions :— 


CHAPTER I. 


Slave Trade Countries.—Measures to be taken in 
Places of Origin. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Powers declare that the most effective means for 
counteracting the Slave Trade in the interior of Africa 
are the following :— | | 

1. Progressive organization uf the administrative, 
judicial, religious, and military services in the African 
territories placed under the sovereignty or protectorate 
of civilized nations. 

2. The gradual establishment: in the interior, by the 
responsible Power in each territory, of strongly occupied 
stations, in such a way as to make their protective or 
repressive action effectively felt in the territories devas- 
tated by man-hunts. | 

3. The construction of roads, and in particular of rail- 
ways, connecting the advanced stations with the coast, 
and permitting easy access to the inland waters, and to 
the upper reaches of streams and rivers which are broken 
by rapids and cataracts, so as to substitute economical 
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and speedy means of transport for the present means of 
portage by men. 

4, Kstablishment of steam-boats on the inland navi- 
gable waters and on the lukes, supported by fortified posts 
established on the banks. 

5. Establishment of telegraphic lines assuring the com- 
munication of the posts and stations with the coast and 
with the administrative centres. 

6. Organization of expeditions and flying columns to 
keep up the communication of the stations with each 
other and with the coast, to support repressive action, 
and to assure the security of roadways. 

7. Restriction of the importation of fire-arms, at least 
of modern pattern, and of ammunition, throughout the 


entire extent of the territories infected by the Slave 
Trade. 


ARTICLE II. 


The stations, the cruizers organized by each Power in 
its inland waters, and the posts which serve as ports for 
them shall, independently of their principal task, which 
is to prevent the capture of slaves and intercept the 
routes of the Slave Trade, have the following subsidiary 
duties :— 

1. To serve as a base and, if necessary, as a place of 
refuge for the native populations placed under the 
sovereignty or the protectorate of the State to which the 
station belongs, for the independent populations, and 
temporarily for all others in case of imminent danger ; to 
place the populations of the first of these cateyories in a 
position to co-operate for their own defence ;.to diminish 
intestine wars between tribes by means of arbitration ; to 
initiate them in agricultural works and in the industrial 
arts so as to increase their welfare; to raise them to 
civilization and bring about the extinction of barbarous 
customs, such as cannibalism and human sacrifices, 

2. To give aid and protection to commercial under- 
takings; to watch over their legality, especially by con- 
trolling contracts of service with natives; and to lead up 
to the foundation of permanent centres of cultivation and 
of commercial establishments. 

3. To protect, without distinction of creed, the Missions 
which are already or may hereafter be established. _ 

4. To provide for the sanitary service, and to grant

ArticcE ITI. 


The Powers exercising sovereignty or protectorate in 
Africa, in order to.confirm and give greater precision to 
their former declarations, undertake to proceed gradually, 
as circumstances permit, either by the means above indi- 
cated, or by any other means which they may consider 
suitable, with the repression of the Slave Trade ; each 
State in its respective possessions and under its own 
direction. Whenever they consider it possible they will 
lend their good offices to the Powers which, with a purely 
humanitarian object, may be engaged in Africa upon a 
similar mission. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Powers exercising sovereignty or protectorate in 
Africa may, however, delegate to Chartered Companies 
all or a portion of the engagements which they assume 
in virtue of Article IJI. They remain, nevertheless, 
directly responsible for the engagements which they con- 
tract by the present General Act, and guarantee the 
execution thereof. 

The Powers promise to receive, aid, and protect 
national Associations and enterprises due to private 
initiative which may wish to co-operate in their posses- 
sions in the repression of the Slave Trade, subject to 
their receiving previous authorization, which is revocable 
at any time; subject also to their being directed and 
controlled, and to the exclusion of any exercise of rights 
of sovereignty. 


ARTICLE Y. 


The Contracting Powers undertake, unless this has 
already been provided for by laws in accordance with the 
spirit of the present Article, to enact or propose to their 
respective Legislatures, in the course of one year at 
latest from the date of the signature of the present 
General Act, a Law applying, on the one hand, the pro- 
visions of their penal laws concerning grave offences 
against the person, to the organizers and abettors of 
man-hunts, to perpetrators of the mutilation of adults 
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and male infants, and to all persons who may take part 
in the capture of slaves by violence; and, on the other 
hand, the provisions relating to offences against indi- 
vidual liberty, to carriers, transporters, and dealers in 
slaves... | . 7 

Accomplices and accessories of the different categories 
of slave captors and dealers above specified, shall be 
punished with penalties proportionate to those incurred 
by the principals. 

Guilty persons who may have escaped from the juris- 
diction of the authorities of the country where the crimes 
or offences have been committed, shall be arrested either 
on communication of the incriminatory evidence by the 
authorities who have ascertained the violation of the 
law, or on production of any other proof of guilt by the 
Power on whose territory they may have been discovered, 
and shall, without other formality, be held at the disposal 
of the Tribunals competent to try them. 

The Powers will communicate to each other with the 
least possible delay the Laws or Decrees already in 
existence or promulgated in execution of the present 
Article. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Slaves liberated in consequence of the stoppage or 
dispersal of a convoy in the interior of the continent, 
shall be sent back, if circumstances permit, to their 
country of origin; if not, the local authorities shall help 
them as much as possible to obtain means of subsistence, 
and, if they desire it, to settle on the spot. 


Articte VII. 


Any fugitive slave claiming on the continent the pro- 
tection of the Signatory Powers shall obtain it, and shall 
be received in the camps and stations officially established 
by them, or on board Government vessels plying on the 
lakes and rivers. Private stations and vessels are onl 
permitted to exercise the right of asylum subject to the 
previous sanction of the State.

Africa having shown the pernicious and preponderating 
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part played by fire-arms in Slave Trade operations, as 
well as in intestine wars between native tribes ; and this 
same experience having clearly proved that the preserva- 
tion of the African populations, whose existence it is 
the express wish of the Powers to safeguard, is a radical 
impossibility if restrictive measures against the trade in 
fireearms and ammunition are not established; the 
Powers decide, in so far as the present state of their 
frontiers permits, that the importation of fire-arms, and 
especially of rifles and improved weapons, as well as of 
powder, balls, and cartridges, is, except in the cases and 
under the conditions provided for in the following Article, 

rohibited in the territories comprised between the 20th 
parallel of north latitude and the 22nd parallel of south 
latitude, and extending westward to the Atlantic Ocean, 
and eastward to the Indian Ocean and its dependencies, 
comprising the islands adjacent to the coast as far as 
100 nautical miles from the shore. 


ArticLe IX. 


The introduction of fire-arms and ammunition, when 
there shall be occasion to authorize it in the possessions 
of the Signatory Powers which exercise rights of sove- 
reignty or of protectorate in Africa, shall be regulated in 
the following manner in the zone laid down in Article 
VIII, unless identical or more rigorous Regulations have 
been already applied :— 

All imported fire-arms shall be deposited, at the cost, 
risk, and peril of the importers, in a public warehouse 
placed under the control of the Administration of the 
State. No withdrawal of fire-arms or imported ammuni- 
tion shall take place from such warehouses without the 
previous authorization of the Administration. This 
authorization shall, except in cases hereinafter specified, 
be refused for the withdrawal of ail arms of precision, 
such as rifles, magazine-guns, or breech-loaders, whether 
whole or in detached pieces, their cartridges, caps, or 
other ammunition intended for them. 

At the seaports the respective Governments may 
permit the establishment of private warehouses, under 
conditions affording the needful guarantees ; but only for 
ordinary powder and flint-lock guns, and to the exclusion 
of improved arms and their ammunition. | 

Besides the measures direotly taken by Governments 
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for the arming of the public force and the organization 
of their defence, individual exceptions shall be admitted 
for persons affording sufficient guarantees that the arm 
and ammunition delivered to them will not be given, 
assigned, or sold to third persons, and for travellers pro- 
vided with a declaration of their Government stating 
that the weapon and ammunition are destined exclusively 
for their personal defence. 

In the cases provided for in the preceding paragraph, 
all arms shall be registered and marked by the authorities 
appointed for the control, who shall deliver to the per- 
sons in question licences to bear arms, indicating the 
name of the bearer and showing the stamp with which 
the arm is marked. These licences are revocable in case 
of proved abuse, and will be issued for five years only, 
but may be renewed. 

The rule above set forth as to warehousing shall also 
apply to gunpowder. 7 

Only fiint-lock unrifled guns and common gunpowder, 
called trade powder (“ poudres de traite”), can be with- 
drawn from the warehouses for purposes of sale. At 
each withdrawal of arms and ammunition of this kind for 
sale, the local authorities shall determine the regions in 
which these arms and ammunition may be sold. The 
regions infected by the Slave Trade shall always be 
excluded. Persons authorized to take arms or powder 
out of the warehouses shall present to the Administra- 
tion every six months detailed lists indicating the desti- 
nations of the said fire-arms and powder sold, as well as 
the quantities still remaining in store. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Governments shall take all measures they may 
deem necessary to insure as complete a fulfilment as 
possible of the provisions respecting the importation, sale, 
and transport of fire-aryms and ammunition, as well as to 
prevent either the entry or exit thereof by their inland 
frontiers, or the conveyance thereof to regions where the 
Slave Trade exists. . 

The authorization of transit within the limits of the 
zone specified by Article VIII cannot be withheld when 
the arms and ammunition are to pass across the territory 
of a Signatory or adherent Power in the occupation of 
the coast, towards inland territories placed under the 
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sovereignty or protectorate of another Signatory or ad- 


herent Power, unless this latter Power have direct access 
to the sea through its own territory. Nor, if this access 
be completely interrupted, can the authorization of transit 
be withheld. Any demand for transit must be accom- 
panied by a declaration emanating from the Government 
of the Power having the inland possessions, and certifying 
that the said arms and ammunition are not destined for 
sale, but are for the use of the authorities of such 
Power, or of the military forces necessary for the pro- 


tection of the missionary or commercial stations, or of 


persons mentioned by name in the declaration. Never- 
theless, the territorial Power of the coast retains the 
right to stop, exceptionally and provisionally, the transit 
of arms of precision and ammunition across its territory, 
if, in consequence of inland disturbances or other serious 
danger, there is ground for fearing that the dispatch of 
arms and ammunition might compromise its own safety. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Powers shall communicate to each other informa- 
tion relating to the traffic in fire-arms and ammunition, 
the licences granted, and the measures of repression in 
force in their respective territories. 


ARTICLE XII. 


The Powers undertake to adopt or to propose to their 
respective Legislatures the measures necessary to insure 
that those who infringe the prohibitions laid down in 
Articles VIII and IX, and their accomplices, shall, be- 
sides the seizure and confiscation of the prohibited arms 
and ammunition, be punished either by fine or by im- 
prisonment, or by both penalties together, in proportion 
to the importance of the offence, and in accordance with 
the gravity of each case. | 


ARTICLE XITI. 


The Signatory Powers who have possessions in Africa 
in contact with the zone specified in Article VIII, bind 
themselves to take the necessary measures for preventing 
the introduction of fire-arms and ammunition across their

inland frontiers into the regions of the said zone, at 
least that of improved arms and cartridges. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The system. established under Articles VIII to XIII Above to last 


inclusive shall remain in force for twelve years. In case 12 sear. 


none of the Contracting Parties shall have notified, 
twelve months before the expiration of this period, their 
intention of putting an end to it, nor shall have demanded 
its revision, it shall continue to remain obligatory for two 
more years, and shall thus continue in force from two 
years to two years. 


CHAPTER IL 


Caravan Routes and Land Transport of Slaves. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Independently of the repressive or protective action 
which they exercise in the centres of the Slave Trade, 
the stations, cruisers, and posts, the establishment of 
which is provided for in Article II, and all other stations 
established or recognized according to the terms of 
Article [IV by each Government in its possessions, will 
furthermore have the mission of watching, so far as cir- 
cumstances permit, and in proportion to the progress of 
their administrative organization, the routes on their 
territory followed by the slave-dealers, of stopping the 
convoys on the march, and of pursuing them wherever 
they can legally take action. 


ArTIcLE XVI. 


In the regions of the coast known to serve habitually 
as places of passage or terminal points for Slave Traiffic 
coming from the interior, as well as the points of inter- 
section of the principal caravan routes crossing the zone 


contiguous to the coast already subject to the influence 11 


of the Sovereign or Protecting Powers, posts shall be 
established, under the conditions and with the reserva- 
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tions mentioned in Article III, by the authorities respon- 
sible for such territories, with the purpose of intercepting 
the convoys and liberating the slaves. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


A strict supervision shall be organized by the local 
authorities at the ports and in the countries adjacent to 
the coast, with the view of preventing the sale and ship- 
ment of slaves brought from the interior, as well as the 
formation and departure for the interior of bands of man- 
hunters and slave-dealers. | | 

Caravans arriving at the coast or its vicinity, as well 
as those arriving in the interior at a locality occupied by 
the authorities of the territorial Power, shall, on arrival, 
be submitted to a minute inspection as to the persons 
composing them. Any individual ascertained to have 
been captured or carried off by force or mutilated, either 
in his native country or on the way, shall be liberated. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


In the possessions of each of the Contracting Powers 
the Administration shall have the duty of protecting 
liberated slaves, of repatriating them if possible, of pro- 
curing for them means of subsistence, and in particular 
of providing for the education and support of abandoned 
children. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


The penal arrangements provided for in Article V shall 
be made applicable to all crimes or offences committed 
in the course of operations for the transport of and 
Traffic in Slaves on land, whenever proved. 

Any person having incurred a penalty in consequence 
of an offence provided for by the present General Act, 
shall be under the obligation of providing security before 
he is allowed to undertake any commercial operation in 
countries where the Slave Trade is carried on. -

ARTICLE XXXIV. 


The deed of authorization shall bear the indications 
necessary to establish the identity of the vessel. The 
captain shall have the custody of it. The name of the 
native vessel and the indication of its tonnage shall be 
inlaid and painted in Latin characters on the stern; and 
the initial or initials of the name of the port of registry, 
as well as the registration number in the series of 
numbers of that port, shall ke printed in black on the sails. 


ARTICLE XXXV. 


A crew list shall be issued to the captain of the vessel 
at the port of departure by the authorities of the Power 
whose colours it flies. It shall be renewed each time the 
vessel is fitted out, or, at latest, at the end of a year, and

1. The list shall be visé at the moment of departure by 
the authority who has issued it. 

2. No negro can be engaged as a seaman on a vessel, 
without having been previously questioned by the autho- 
rity of the Power whose colours it flies, or, failing such 
authority, by the territorial -authority, with a view to 
establish that he has contracted a free engagement. 

3. Such authority shall see that the proportion of sea- 
men and boys is not out of proportion to the tonnage 
or rig of the vessels. 

4. The authority who shall have interrogated the men 
before their departure, shall inscribe them on the crew 
list, in which they shall be mentioned with a short des- 
cription of each of them against his name. 

5. In order the more effectively to prevent any sub- 
stitution, the seamen may, moreover, be provided with a 
distinctive mark. 


ARTICLE XXXVI. 


If the captain of a vessel should desire to embark 
negro passengers, he shall make declaration thereof to 
the authority of the Power whose colours he flies, or, 
failing such authority, to the territorial authority. The 
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passengers shall be interrogated, and after it has been 
ascertained that they embark of their own free will, they 
shall be inscribed in a special manifest, bearing the 
description of each of them against the name, and indi- 
cating especially sex and height. Negro children shall 
not be admitted as passengers unless accompanied by 
their relations, or by persons whose respectability is well 
known. On departure the passenger manifest shall be 
wisé by the aforesaid authority after it has been called 
over. If there are no passengers on board, this shall be 
specially mentioned on the crew list. 


ArtTicLE XXXVII. 


On arrival at any port of call or of destination, the cap- 
tain of the vessel shall show to the authority of the Power 
whose flag he flies, or failing such authority, to the terri- 
torial authority, the crew list, and,if need be, the passenger 
manifests previously delivered. Such authority shall check 
the passengers arrived at their destination or stopping at a 
port of call, and shall mention their landing in the manifest. 
On departure the said authority shall affixafresh visa to the 
ist and to the manifest, and shall call over the passengers. 


ArticLE XXXVIII. 
On the African coast and on the adjacent islands no 


megro passenger shall be shipped on board a native & 


vessel, except in localities where there is a resident 
anthority belonging to one of the Signatory Powers. 

Throughout the zone mentioned in Article XXI no 
negro passenger shall be landed from a native vessel, 
except ata place in which there is a resident authority 
belonging to one of ithe High Contracting Powers, and 
unless such authority is present at the Janding. 

Cases of force majeure which may have caused an 
infraction of these provisions shall be examined by the 
authority of the Power whose colours the vessel flies, or 
failing such authority, by the territorial authority of the 
port at which the inculpated vessel puts in. 


ARTICLE XXXIX. 

The provisions of Articles XXXV, XXXVI, XXXVII, 
and XXXVIII are not applicable to vessels only partially 
decked, having a maximum crew of ten men, and satis- 
fying one of the two following conditions :— 
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1. That it is exclusively employed in fishing within 
territorial waters. 

2. That it is occupied in the small coasting trade 
between different ports of the same territorial Power, 
and never goes further than 5 miles from the coast. 

These different boats shall receive, according to cir- 
cumstances, from the territorial or Consular authority, a 
special licence, renewable every year, and revocable under 
the conditions provided for in Article XL, and the uniform — 
model of which, annexed to the present General Act, shall 
be communicated to the International Information Office. 


ARTICLE XL. 


All acts or attempted acts of Slave Trade legally 
brougbt home to the captain, fitter-out, or owner of a 
vessel authorized to fly the flag of one of the Signatory 
Powers, or holding the licence provided for in Article 
XXXIX, shall entail the immediate withdrawal of the 
said authorization or licence. All offences against the 
provisions of section 2 of Chapter III shall in addition 
be punished by the penalties enacted by special Laws 
and Ordinances of each of the Contracting Powers. 


ArticLte XLII. 


The Signatory Powers undertake to deposit at the 
Internatioual Information Office specimen forms of the 
following documents :— 


1. Licence to fly the flag ; 
2. Crew list : 
3. Manifest of negro passengers. 


These documents, the tenour of which may vary 
according to the different Regulations of each country, 
shall compulsorily contain the following particulars, 
drawn up in a European language :— 


1. As regards the authorization to fly the flag: 


(a.) The name, tonnage, rig, and principal dimensions of 
the vessel ; 

(b.) The register number and the signal letter of the 
port of registry ; 

(c.) The date of obtaining the licence, and the office 
held by the person who has issued it. 
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2. As regards the crew list : 


(a.) The name of the vessel, of the captain, and of the 
fitter-out or owner ; 

‘> The tonnage of the vessel ; 

c.) The register number of the port of registry of the 
vessel, its destination, and the particulars specified 


in Article XXXV, 


3. As regards the manifest of negro passengers : 


The name of the vessel which conveys them, and the 
particulars indicated in Article XXXVI for the proper 
identification of the passengers. 

The Signatory Powers shall take the necessary 
measures in order that the territorial authorities or their 
Consuls may send to the said Office certilied copies of all 
authorizations to fly their flag, as soon as such authoriza- 
tions shall have been granted, as well as notice of the 
withdrawal of any such authorization. 

The provisions of the present Article only concern the 
papers intended for native vessels. 


2. Detention of Suspected Vessels. 


ArtTIcLE XLII. 


When the officers in command of vessels of war of any 
of the Signatory Powers have reason to believe that a 
vessel of less than 500 tons burthen, found in the above- 
mentioned zone, is engaged in the Slave Trade, or is 
guilty of the fraudulent use of a flag, they may proceed 
to the verification of the ship’s papers. _ 

The present article does not imply any change in the 
present state of things as regards jurisdiction in territorial 
waters. 


ArticLteE XLITI. 


With this object, a boat, commanded by a naval officer 
in uniform, may be sent on board the suspected vessel 
after it has been hailed to give notice of such intention. 

The officer sent on board the vessel detained shall act 
with all possible consideration and moderation. 
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ArtTicLe XLIV. 


The verification of the ship’s papers shall consist in 
the examination of the following documents :— : 

1. As regards native vessels, the papers mentioned in 
Article XL 

2 As regards other vessels, the documents required 
by the different Treaties or Conventions remaining in 
force. 

The verification of the ship’s papers only authorizes - 
the muster of the crew and passengers in the cases and 
under the conditions provided for in the following 
Article. 


ARTICLE XLV. 


Investigation of the cargo or search can only tke 
place with respect to a vessel navigating under the flag 
of one of the Powers which have concluded, or may con- 
clude, special Conventions as mentioned in Article XXII, 
and in accordance with the provisions of such Con- 
ventions. 


ARTICLE XLVI. 


Before quitting the detained vessel, the officer shall 
raw up a Minute according to the forms and in the 

language cf the country to which he belongs. 

This Minute shall be dated and signed by the officer, 
and shall relate the facts. 

The captain of the detained vessel, as well as the 
witnesses, shall have the right to cause to be added to 
the Minute any explanations they may think expedient. 


Articte XLVII. 


The Commander of a man-of-war who may have 
detained a vessel under a foreign flag, shall in all cases 
make a Report thereon to his own Government, and state 
the grounds upon which he acted. 


ArtTIcLE XLVITI. 


A summary of this Report, as well as a copy of the 
Minute drawn up by the officer sent on board the 
detained vessel, shall be sent as soon as possible to the 
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International Information Office, which shall communi- 
cate the same to the nearest Consular or territorial 
authority of the Power whose flag was used by the 
vessel in question. Duplicates of these documents shall 
be kept in the archives of the office. 


ARTICLE XLIX. 


Tf, in carrying out the supervision provided for in the 
preceding Articles, the officer in command of the cruizer 
as convinced’ that an act of Slave Trade has been com- 
mitted on board during the passage, or that irrefutable 
proofs exist against the captain, or fitter-out, to justify 
a charge of fraudulent use of the flag, of fraud, or of 
participation in the Slave Trade, he shall take the 
detained vessel to the nearest port of the zone where 
there is a competent authority of the Power whose flag 
has been used. | 

Each Signatory Power undertakes to appoint in the 


Disposal of 
seized vessels. 


zone territorial or Consular authorities, or Special . 


Delegates competent to act in the above-mentioned 
cases; and to notify such appointments to the Inter- 
national Information Office. 

The suspected vessel can also be handed over to a 
cruizer of its own nation, if the latter consents to take 
charge of it. 


3. Examination and Trial of Vessels seized. 


ARTICLE L. 


The authority referred to in the preceding Article, to 
whom the detained vessel has been handed over, shall 
proceed to make a full investigation, according to the 
Laws and Rules of his country, in the presence of an 
officer belonging to the foreign cruizer. 


ArticLe LI. 


If it is proved by the inquiry that the flag has been 
fraudulently used, the detained vessel shall remain at 
the disposal of its captor. 
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ArticLe LIT. 


If the examination shows an act of Slave Trade, made 
clear by the presence on board of slaves destined for sale, 
or by any other Slave Trade offence provided for by 
special Convention, the vessel and cargo shall remain 
sequestrated in charge of the authority who has directed 
the inquiry. 

The captain and crew shall be handed over to the 
Tribunals fixed by Articles LIV and LVI. The slaves 
shall be set at liberty as soon as Judgment has been 
delivered. 

In the cases provided for by this Article, liberated 
slaves shall be disposed of in accordance with the special 
Conventions concluded or which may be concluded 
between the Signatory Powers. In default of such 
Conventions, the said slaves may be handed over to the 
local authority, to be sent back, if possible, to their 
country of origin; if not, such authority shall help them 
so far as possible to obtain means of subsistence, and, if 
they desire it, to settle on the spot. 


ARTICLE LIII. 


If it should be proved by the inquiry that the vessel 
has been illegally detained, a right will accrue to an 
indemnity in proportion to the damages suffered by the 
vessel being taken out of its course. ‘The amount of this 
indemnity shall be fixed by the authority which has 
directed the inquiry. 


ArtTIcLE LLY. 


In case the officer of the capturing vessel should not 
accept the conclusions of the inquiry carried on in his 

resence, the matter sliall, as a matter of course, be 
banded over to the Tribunal of the nation under whose 
flag the captured vessel sailed. 

No exception shall be made to this rule, unless the 
disagreement arises in respect of the amount of the 
indemnity provided for in Article LIII, when it shall be 
fixed by arbitration, as specified in the following Article.. 
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ARTICLE LY. 


The capturing officer, and the authority which has 
directed the inquiry, shall each appoint an Arbitrator 
within forty-eight hours; and the two Arbitrators shall 
have twenty-four hours to choose an Umpire. The 
Arbitrators shall, as far as possible, be chosen from 
among the Diplomatic, Consular, or Judicial officers of 
the Signatory Powers. Natives in the pay of the Con- 
tracting Governments are formally excluded. The 
decision shall-be taken by majority of votes, and shall ba 
considered final. If the Court of Arbitration is not 
constituted within the time indicated, the procedure in 
respect of indemnity and damages shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of Article LVII1, paragraph 2. 


ArticteE LVI. 


Cases shall be referred with the least possible delay to 
the Tribunal of the nation whose colours have been used 
by the accused. Nevertheless, Consuls or any other 
authority of the same nation as the accused, specially 
commissioned to that effect, may be authorised by their 
Government to deliver Judgment instead and in the 
place of the Tribunals. 


ArticLte LVI. 


The procedure and judgment in regard to offences 
against the provisions of Chapter III, shall always take 
place in as summary a manner as is perinitted by the 
Laws and Regulations in force in the territories subject 
to the authority of the Signatory Powers. 


Articte LVIII. 


Any Judgment of the national Tribunal, or of the 
authorities referred to in Article LVI, declaring that the 
detained vessel did not carry on Slave Trade, shall be 
immediately executed, and the vessel shall be entirely 
free to continue its course. 

In such case the captain or fitter-out of a vessel 
detained without legitimate ground of suspicion, or 
which has been subjected to annoyance, shall have the 
right of claiming damages, the amount of which shall be 
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fixed by agreement between the Governments directly 
interested, or by arbitration, and shall be paid within a 
period of six months from the date of the Judgment 
acquitting the captured vessel. 


ARTICLE LIX. 


In case of condemnation, the sequestered vessel shall 
be declared a lawful prize for the benefit of the captor. 

The captain, crew, and all other persons found guilty, 
shall be punished according to the gravity of the crimes 
or offences committed by them, and in accordance with 


Article V. 


ARTICLE LX, 


The provisions of Articles L to LIX do not affect in 
any way the jurisdiction or procedure of existing special 
Tribunals, or of those which may hereafter be formed to 


_ take cognizance of Slave Trade offences. 
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ArticLte LXI. 


The High Contracting Parties undertake to make 
known to each other reciprocally the instructions which 
they may give to the Commanders of their men-of-war 
navigating the seas of the zone referred to, for carrying 
out the provisions of Chapter IIT. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Countries to which Slaves are sent, the Institutions of 
which recognize the Hxrstence of Domestic Slavery. 


ArTICLE LXIJI. 


The Contracting Powers whose institutions recognize 
the existence of domestic slavery, and whose possessions, 
whether in or out of Africa, consequently serve, in spite 
of the vigilance of the authorities, as places of destination 
for African slaves, engage to prohibit the importation, 
transit, and exit, as well as Traffic in Slaves. They 
shall organize the most active and the strictest super- 
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vision at all places where the arrival, transit or exit of 
African slaves takes place. 


-ArticLe LXIII. 


Slaves liberated under the provisions of the preceding To free all 
Article shall, if circumstances permit, be sent back to the “"" """"" 
country from whence they came. In all cases they shall 
receive letters of freedom from the competent authorities, 
and shall be entitled to their protection and assistance 
for the purpose of obtaining means of subsistence. 


ARTICLE LXIV. 


Every fugitive slave arriving at the frontier of any of Fugitives to 
the Powers mentioned in Article LXII shall be con- the frontierto 
sidered free, and shall have the right to claim letters of | 
freedom from the competent authorities. 


ARTICLE LXV. 


Any sale or transaction to which the slaves referred to Deolings in

ArTIcLE LX VI. 


Native vessels flying the flag of one of the countries Suspected 
mentioned in Article LXII, if there is any indication yale 
that they are employed in the Slave Trade operations, States to be 
shall be subjected by the local authorities in the ports frye Ron.

Should ‘9 *#aent- 
African slaves be on board, judicial proceedings shall be 
taken against the vessel and against all persons who may 
be implicated. Slaves found on board shall receive 
letters of freedom through the authorities who effected 


the seizure of the vessels. 


ArticLE LXVILI. 


Penal provisions in harmony with those provided for Penal clauses 
by Article V shall be issued against persons importing, ;° aloe 
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mutilators of children or of male adults, and those who 
traffic in them, as well as against their associates and 
accomplices. 


ArticLteE LX VIII. 


The Signatory Powers recognise the great importance 
of the Law respecting the prohibition of the Negro 
Slave Trade sanctioned by His Majesty the Emperor of 
the Ottomans on [the 4th (16th) December, 1889 (22 
Rebi-ul Akhir, 1307), and they are assured that an active 
supervision will be organised by the Ottoman authorities, 
especially on the west coast of Arabia and on the routes 
which place this coast in communication with the other 
possessions of His Imperial Majesty in Asia. 


ArTIcLE LXIX. 


His Majesty the Shah of Persia consents to organise 
an active supervision in the territorial waters, and on 
those portions of the coast of the Persian Gulf and Gulf of 
Oman which are under his sovereignity ; and over the 
inland routes which serve for the transport of slaves. 
The Magistrates and other authorities shall receive the 
necessary powers for this purpose. 


ARTICLE LXX. 


His Highness the Sultan of Zanzibar consents to give 
his most effective support for the repression of crimes 
and offences committed by traders in African slaves on 
land as well as at sea. The Tribunals created for this 
purpose in the Sultanate of Zanzibar shall strictly apply 
the penal provisions mentioned in Article V. In order 
the better to insure the freedom of liberated slaves, both 
in virtue of the provisions of the present General Act 
and of the Decrees issued in this matter by His Highness 
and his predecessors, a Liberation Office shall be estab- 
lished at Zanzibar. 


ARTICLE LX XI. 


Diplomatic and Consular Agents and naval officers of 
Contracting Powers, shall, within the limits of existing 
Conventions. give their assistance to the local authorities 


_ in order to assist in repressing the Slave Trade where it 
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still exists. They shall be entitled to be present at trials 
for slave-trading brought about at their instance, without, 
however, being entitled to take part in the deliberations. 


ARTICLE LXXII. 


Liberation Offices, or institutions in lieu thereof, shall 
be organised by the Administrations of the countries to 
which African slaves are sent, for the purposes specitied 


in Article X VIII. 


ARTICLE LXXITI. 


The Signatory Powers having undertaken to communi- 
cate to each other all information useful for the repression 
of the Slave Trade, the Governments whom the present 
Chapter concerns ‘shall periodically exchange with the 
other Governments statistical data relating to slaves 
detained and liberated, as well as the legislative and 
administrative measures taken for suppressing the Slave 


“Trade. 


CHAPTER V. 


Institutions intended to insure the execution of the 
General Act. 


§ I. The International Maritime Office. 
ARTICLE LXXIV. 
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Powers who shall have notified their intention of being 
represented in the Office, and who shall come toa decision 
with regard to them with the least possible delay. 


ArticLE LXXVI. 
The expenses of this institution shall be divided in 


equal parts among the Signatory Powers mentioned in 
the preceding Article. 


ArticLE LXXVII. 
The object of the Office at Zanzibar shall be to 


centralise all documents and information of a nature to 


facilitate the repression of the Slave Trade in the 
maritime zone. For this purpose the Signatory Powers 
undertake to forward to it within the shortest possible 
time :— 


1. The documents specified in Article XLI. 

2. Summaries of the Reports and copies of the minutes 
referred to in Article XLVIII. 

3. The list of territorial or Consular authorities and 
Special Delegates competent to take action as regards. 
detained vessels, according to the terms of Article XLIX. 

4. Copies of Judgments and Decrees of Condemnation 
delivered in accordance with Article LVILI. 

5. All information likely to lead to the discovery of | 
persons engaged in the Slave Trade in the above- 
mentioned zone. 


ArticLE LXX VIII. 


The archives of the Office shall always be open to naval 
officers of the Signatory Powers authorised to act within 
the limits of the zone defined in Article X XI, as well as 
to the territorial or judicial authorities, and to Consuls 
specially appointed by their Governments. 

The Office shall supply to foreign officers and agents 
authorised to consult its archives translations in a 
European language of documents written in an Oriental 
language. It shall make the communications provided 


for in Article XLVIII. 
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ArtTicLeE LXXIX. 


Auxiliary Offices in communication with the Office at Auxiliary 
Zanzibar may be established in certain parts of the zone, °@*- 
on agreement beforehand between the interested Powers. 

They shall be composed of Delegates of such Powers 
and established in conformity with Articles LXXV, 
LXXVI, and LXXVIII. 

The documents and information specified in Article 
LXXVII, so far as they relate to the part of the zone 
specially concerned, shall be sent to them direct by the 
territorial and Consular authorities of .the region in 
question. without prejudice to the communication to the 
Zanzibar Office provided for by the same Article. 


ARTICLE LXXX. 


— The Office at Zanzibar shall draw up, within the two Annual 
first months of every year, a Report upon its own opera- 
tions, and those of the auxiliary Offices during the past 

year.

ARTICLE LXXXI. 


The Powers shall communicate to each other to the commons:

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tions during the past year, and upon those of the auxiliary 
Offices which may have been established in accordance 


with Article LX XIX. 


ARTICLE LXXXIV. 


The documents and information shall be collected and 
published periodically, and addressed to all the Signatory 
Powers. This publication shall be accompanied every 
year by an analytical Table of the legislative, adminis- 
trative, and statistical documents mention in Articles 


LXXXI and LXXXIII. 


ARTICLE LXXXV. 


The office expenses and the expenditure incurred for 
correspondence, translation, and printing shall be shared 
by all the Signatory Powers, and shall be recovered 
through the Foreign Office at Brussels. 


S III. Protection of Inberated Slaves. 


ARTICLE LXXXVI. 


The Signatory Powers, having recognized the duty of 
protecting liberated slaves in their respective possessions 
undertake to establish, if they should not already exist, 
in the ports of the zone determined by Article XXI, and 
in such parts of their said possessions as may be places 
for the capture, passage, and arrival of African slaves, 
as many offices or institutions as they may deem suffi- 


cient, the business of which will specially consist in 


freeing and protecting the slaves in accordance with the 
rovisions of Articles VI, XVIII, LII, LXIII, and 
XVI. 


ARTICLE LX XX VII. 


Such Offices, or the authorities charged with this 
service, shall deliver letters of freedom, and keep a 
register thereof. 

On receiving notice of an act of Slave Trade or of 
illegal detention, or at the instance of the slaves them- 
selves, the said Offices or authorities shall exercisé all | 
necessary diligence to insure the liberation of the slaves 
and the punishment of the offenders. 
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The delivery of letters of freedom should in no case 
be delayed if the slave be accused of a crime or offence 
against the common law. But after the delivery of the 
said letters, the ordinary legal procedure shall take its 
course. 


ArtTicLE LXXXVIII. 


The Signatory Powers shall encourage the foundation 
in their possessions of establishments of refuge for women 
and of education for liberated children. 


ARTICLE LX XXIX. 


Freed slaves shall always be able to resort to the 
Offices to be protected in the enjoyment of their liberty. 
Whoever shall have used fraud or violence to deprive a 
liberated slave of his letters of freedom or of his hberty 
shall be considered as a slave-dealer. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Restrictive Measures concerning the Traffic in Spirituous 
Inquors. 


ARTICLE XC. 


Justly anxious respecting the moral and material con- 
sequences which the abuse of spirituous liquours entails 
on the native populations, and Signatory Powers have 
agreed to apply the provisions of Articles XCI, XCII, 
and XCIII within a zone extending from the 20th de 
gree north latitude to the 22nd degree south latitude, 
and bounded by the Atlantic Ocean on the west, and on 
the east by the Indian Ocean and its dependencies, com- 
prising the islands adjacent to the shore up to 100 marine 
miles from the coast. 


- Articte XCI. 


In the regions of this zone where it shall be ascertained 
that, either on account of religious belief or from other 
motives, the use of distilled liquors does not exist or has 
not been developed, the Powers shall prohibit their 1m- 
portation. The manufacture therein of distilled liquors 
shall equally be prohibited. 
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Each Power shall determine the limits of the zone of 
prohibition of alcoholic liquors in its possessions or Pro- 
tectorates, and shall be bound to notify the limits thereof 
to the other Powers within the space of six months. 

The above prohibition can only be suspended in the 
case of limited quantities destined for the consumption 
of the non-native population, and imported under the 
system and conditions determined by each Government. 


ARTICLE XCII. 


The Powers having possessions or exercising Protec- 
torates in the regions of the zone which are not 
placed under the system of prohibition, and into which 
spirituous liquors are at present either freely imported or 
pay an import duty of less than 15 fr. per hectolitre up 
to 50 degrees Centigrade, undertake to levy on these 
spirituous liquors an import duty of 15 fr. per hectolitre 
up to 50 degrees Centigrade for the three years next 
after the present General Act comes into force. At the 
expiration of this period the duty may be increased 
to 25 fr. for a fresh period of three years. At the 
end of the sixth year it shall be submitted to revision, 
taking as a basis the average results produced by these 
Tariffs, for the purpose of then fixing, if possible, a 
minimum duty throughout the whole extent of the zone 
where the system of prohibition referred to in Article 
XCI should not be in force. 

The Powers retain the right of maintaining and in- 
creasing the minimum duties beyond the minimum fixed 
by the present Article in those regions where they 
already possess that right. 


ARTICLE XCIII. ~ 


Distilled liquors manufactured in the regions referred 
to in Article XCII, and intended for inland consumption, 
shall be subject to an excise duty. 

This excise duty, the collection of which the Powers 
undertake to insure as far as ees shall not be lower 


than the minimum import duly fixed by Article XCII. 
ARTICLE XCIV. 


The Signatory Powers which have possessions in Africa 
contiguous to the zone specified in Article XC, under- 
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take to adopt the necessary measures for preventing the 
intreduction of spirituous liquors into the territories of 
the said zone across their inland frontiers.

The Powers assembled in Conference at Brussels, who 
have ratified the General Act of Berlin of the 26th 
February, 1885, or who have acceded thereto, 

After having drawn up and signed in concert, in the 
General Act of this day, a collection of measures intended 
to put an end to the Negro Slave Trade by land as well 
as by sea, and to improve the moral and material condi- 
ditions of existence of the native races. 

Taking into consideration that the execution of the 
provisions which they have adopted with this object 
imposes on some of them who have possessioris or Pro- 
tectorates in the conventional basin of the Congo obli- 
— which absolutely demand new resources to meet 
them, 

Have agreed to make the following Declaration :—. 

The Signatory or adhering Powers who have posses- 
sions or Protectorates in the said conventional basin of 
the Congo are authorized, so far as they require any 
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authority for the purpose, to establish therein duties 

upon imported goods, the scale of which shall not exceed 
a rate equivalent to 10 per cent. ad valorem at the port 
of entry, always excepting spirituous liquors, which are 
regulated by the provisions of Chapter VI of the General 
Act of this day. 

After the signature of the said General Act, negotia- 
tions shall be opened between the Powers who have 
ratified the General Act of Berlin or who have adhered 
to it, in order to draw up, within the maximum limit 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem, the conditions of the Customs 
system to be established in the conventional basin of the 
Congo.

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of

Slave Trade, they have agreed to conclude a Treaty for

Her Britannic Majesty has made Treaties with many 
foreign States, by which it is permitted to her officers to 
seize all ships belonging to such foreign States engaged 
in the transport or conveyance of slaves upon the sea;

GENERAL TREATY with the FRIENDLY ARABS, —Ras ul 
Khyma, January 8th, 1820.* 


In the name of God, the Merciful, the Compassiunate ; 
Praise be to God, who hath ordained peace to be a 
blessing to his creatures. There is established a lasting 
peace between the British Government and the Arab 
tribes who are parties to the contract, on the following 
conditions :— 


ARTICLE J. 


There shall be a cessation of plunder and piracy, by 
land and sea, on the part of the Arabs who are parties 
to the contract, for ever. 


ARTICLE IJ 


If any individual of the people of the Arabs contract- 
ing shall attack any that pass by land or sea, of any 
nation whatsoever, in the way of plunder and piracy, 
and not of acknowledged war, he shail be accounted an 
enemy of all mankind, and shall be held to have forfeited 
both life and goods; and acknowledged war is that 
which is proclaimed, avowed, and ordered by Government 
against Government ; and the killing of men and taking 
of goods without proclamation, avowal, and the order of 
Government, is plunder and piracy. 


Articte III. 


The friendly (literally the pacificated) Arabs shall 

carry by land and sea a red flag, with or without letters 

init at their option; and this shall be ina

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ARTICLE IV. 


The pacificated tribes shall all of them continue in 
their former relations, with the exception that they shall 
be at peace with the British Government, and shall not. 
fight with each other, and the flag shall be a symbol of 
this only, and of nothing further. 


ARTICLE V., 
The vessels of the friendly Arabs shall all of them 


have in their possession a paper (register) signed with 
the signature of their chief, in which shall be the name 
of the vessel, its length, its breadth, and how many 
Karahs it holds; and they shall also have in their 
possession another writing (port clearance), signed with 
the signature of their chief, in which shail be the name 
of the owner, the name of the Nachodah, the number 
of men, the number of arms, from whence sailed, at 
what time, and to what port bound; and if a British or 
other vessel meets them, they shall produce their register 
and the clearance. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The friendly Arabs, if they choose, shall send an 
envoy to the British Residency in the Persian Gulf, 
with the necessary accompaniments, and he shall remain 
there for the transaction of their business; and the 
Residency, and the British Government, if it chooses, 
shali send an envoy also to them in lke manner, and 
the envoy shall add his signature to the signature of 
the chief in the paper (register) of their vessels, which, 
contains the length of the vessel, its breadth and 
tonnage; the signature of the envoy to be renewed 
every year. Also all such envoys shall be at the expense, 
of their own party. 


Articte VII. 


If any tribe or others shall not desist from plunder 
and piracy, the friendly Arabs shall act against them 
according to their ability and circumstances; and an 
arrangement for this purpose shall take place between 
the friendly Arabs and the British, at the time when 
such plunder and piracy shall occur. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


The putting men to death after they have given up 
their arms is an act of piracy, and not of acknowledged 
‘war; or if any tribe shall put to death any persons, 
‘either Mohammedans or others, after they have given 
up their arms, such tribe shall be held to have broken 
the peace, and the friendly Arabs shall act against them 
im conjunction with the British ; and, God willing, the 
war against them shall not cease until the surrender 
-of those who performed the act, and of those who 
-ordered it. 


. ARTICLE IX 


‘The carrying off of slaves, men, women, or children, 
from the coasts of Africa, or elsewhere, and the trans- 
porting them in vessels, is plunder and piracy, and the 
“friendly Arabs shall do nothing of this nature. 


ARTICLE X, 


The vessels of the friendly Arabs, bearing their flag 
above described, shall enter into all the British ports, 
and into the ports of the allies of the British, so far as 
they shall be able to effect it, and they shall buy and 
sell therein ; and if any shall attack them, the British 
Government shall take notice of it. 


ARTICLE XI. 


These conditions aforesaid shall be common to all 
‘tribes and persons who shall hereafter adhere thereto, 
‘in the same manner as to those who adhere to them at 
‘the time present.

females, whether young or old, of the Soomalee tribe, 
shall be considered as piracy, and that after four months 
of this date all those of my people convicted of being 
concerned in such an act shall be punished the same as 
pirates.

JY, Mahomed Bin Khuleefa Bin Subman, Chief of 
Bahrein, with the view to strengthen the bonds of 
friendship existing between me and the British Govern- 
ment, do hereby engage to prohibit the exportation of 
slaves from the coasts of Africa and elsewhere, on board 
ef my vessels, and those belonging to my subjects or 
dependents; such prohibition to take effect from the 
1st day of Mohurrum 1264 A.H. (or 10th December 
1847 A.D.) 

And I do further consent, that whenever the cruizers 
of the British Government fall in with any of my 
vessels, or those belonging to my subjects or dependents, 
suspected of being engaged in the slave trade, they may 
detain and search them; and in case of their finding 
that any of the vessels aforesaid have violated this 
engagement by the exportation of slaves from the coasts 
of Africa or elsewhere, upon any pretext whatsoever, 
they (the Government cruizers) shall seize and confiscate 
the same.

AUSTRIA. 


TREATY between GREAT Britain, Avustrra, FRANCE, 
Prussia, and Russia for the Suppression of the 
African Slave Trade. Signed at London, December 
20, 1841. | 


[Ratification with Austria, Prussia, and Russia exchanged 
at London, February 19, 1842.] 


ARTICLE J. 


Their Majesties the Emperor of Austria, King of 
Hungary and Bohemia, the King of Prussia, and the 
Emperor of all the Russias, engage to prohibit all trade 
in slaves, either by their respective subjects or under 
their respective flags, or by means of capital belonging 
to their respective subjects; and to declare such traffic 
piracy. Their Majesties further declare that any vessel 
which may attempt to carry on the slave trade shall, by 
that fact alone, lose all mght to the protection of their 
flag. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The High Contracting Parties reserve to themselves 
the right of making in these instructions, by common 
consent, such alterations as circumstances may render 
necessary. 

The ciuizers of the High Contracting Parties shall 
mutually afford to each other assistance in all cases 
where it may be useful that they should act in concert. 


ARTICLE IX, 


Every merchant vessel of any one or other of the Five 
Nations which shall be searched and detained in virtue of 
the provisions of the present Treaty shall, unless proof 
be given to the contrary, be deemed to have been en- 
gaged in the slave trade, or to have been fitted out for 
that traffic, if in the fitting, in the equipment, or on

board the said vessel during the voyage in which she was. 
detained there shall be found to have been one of the 
articles hereafter specified, that is to say i— 

First.—Hatches with open gratings, instead of the close 
hatches which are usual in merchant vessels. 

Secondly.—Divisions or bulk-heads, in the hold or on 
deck, in greater number than are necessary for vessels 
engaged in lawful trade. 

Thirdly.—Spare plank fitted for being laid down as 
a second or slave-deck. 

Fourthly.— Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 

Fifthly.—A larger quantity of water, in casks or in 
tanks, than is requisite for the consumption of the crew 
of such merchant vessel. 

Sixthly.—An extraordinary number of water-casks, or 
of other receptacles for holding liquid, unless the master 
shall produce a certificate from the custom-house at the 
place from which he cleared outwards, stating that sufh- 
cient security had been given by the owners of such 
vessel that such extra number of casks or of other recep- 
tacles should only be used to hold palm oil, or for other 
purposes of lawful commerce. 

Seventhly.—A greater quantity of mess-tubs or kids 
than are requisite for the use of the crew of such mer- 
chant vessel. 

Eighthly.—A boiler, or other cooking apparatus, of a 
unusual size, and larger, or capable of being made larger, 
than requisite for the use of the crew of such merchant 
vessel; or more than one boiler or other cocking appa- 
ratus, of the ordinary size. 

Ninthly.—An extraordinary quantity of rice, of the 
flour of Brazil, mauioc or cassada, commonly called farina, 
or of maize, or of Indian corn, or of any other article of 
food whatever, beyond the probable wants of the crew; 
unless such quantity of rice, farina, maize, Indian corn, 
or any other article of food should be entered on the 
manifest as forming part of the trading cargo of the 
vessel. 

Tenthly.—-A quantity of mats or matting greater than 
is necessary for the use of such merchant vessels, unless. 
such mats or matting be entered on the manifest as form- 
ing part of the cargo. 

If it is established that one or more of the articles above 
specified are on board, or have bee on board during the 
voyage in which the vessel was captured, that fact shall 
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be considered as primd facie evidence that the vessel 
was emploved in the traffic. She shall in consequence be 
condemned, and declared lawful prize, unless the master 
or the owners shall furnish clear and incontrovertible 
evidence, proving to the satisfaction of the tribunal that 
at the time of her detention or capture the vessel was. 
employed in a lawful undertaking, and that such of the 
different articles above specified as were found on board 
at the time of detention, or which might have been em- 
barked during the voyage on which she was engaged 
when she was captured, were indispensable for the accom- 
plishment of the lawful object of her voyage. 


A euee XI. 


If any one of the articles specificd in Article [X. of 
the present Treaty is found on board a merchant vessel, 
or if it is proved to have been on board of her during the 
voyage in which she was captured, no compensation for 
losses, damages, or expenses, consequent upon the deten- 
tion of such vessel, shall in any case be granted either 
to the master, or to the owner, or to any other persor 
interested in the equipment or in the lading, even though 
a sentence of coudemnation should not have been pro- 
nounced against the vessel, as a consequence of her 
detention. 


ANNEX B. to Treaty of December 20, 1841. 
Kighthly.—By Article LV. of the Treaty it is stipulated 


that in no case shall the mutual right of visit be exercised. 
upon ships of war of the High Contracting Parties. 

It is agreed that this exemption shall apply equally to: 
vessels of the Russian-American Company, which, being: 
commanded by officers of the Imperial navy, are autho-. 
rised by the Imperial Government to carry a flag which 
distinguishes them from the merchant navy, and are 
armed and equipped similarly to transports of war. 

It is further understood that the said vessels shall be. 
furnished with a Russian patent, which shall prove their 
origin and destination. The form of this patent shall 
be drawn up by common consent. It is agreed that this 
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patent, when issued by the competent authority in 
Russia, shall be countersigned at St. Petersburg by the 
Consulates of Great Britain and France. 

Ninthly.—In the 38rd clause of Article IX. of the 
Treaty it is stipulated that, failing proof to the contrary, 
a, vessel shall be presumed to be engaged in the slave 
trade if there be found on board spare plank fitted for 
being laid down as a second or slave deck. 

In order to prevent any abuse which might arise from 
an arbitrary interpretation of this clause, it is especially 
recommended to the cruisers not to apply it to Austrian, 
Prussian, or Russian vessels employed in the timber 
trade, whose manifests shall prove that the planks and 
joists which they have or have had on board are or were 
a part of the cargo for trade. 

Therefore, in order not to harass lawful commerce, 
cruizers are expressly enjoined only to act upon the 
stipulations contained in the 3rd clause of Article IX. 
when there shall be on board the vessel visited spare 
plank evidently destined to form a slave deck. 


ProrocoL of a CONFERENCE held at the FoREIGN OFFICE 
on the 38rd October, 1845. 


PRESENT : 


The Plenipotentiaries of Austria, Great Britain, Prussia, 
and Russia. 


The Plenipotentiaries of the Courts of Austria, Great 
Britain, Prussia, and Russia, taking into consideration 
the tenor of the 5th Article of the Treaty for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, concluded at London on the 
20th of December, 1841, which reserves to the High 
Contracting Parties the right to add, by consent, to 
the instructions annexed to the said Treaty such modi- 
fications as circumstances might render necessary, have 
found that cases have occurred where lawful commerce 
has been interrupted, and where merchant vessels, des- 
tined either for the conveyance of free emigrants or for 
transports of war, have been prevented from being 
engaged in this service by the rigorous application of

the restrictions contained in the 5th section of the Ninth 
Article, in virtue of which every vessel having on board 
a larger quantity of water in casks or in tanks than is 
requisite for the wants of the crew is liable to detention, 
as being suspected of having been equipped for the slave 
trade : 

Recognizing the necessity of removing this hindrance 
to which a regular and lawful commerce is now subjected, 
the Plenipotentiaries have resolved to add to the instruc- 
tions with which the cruizers are furnished the following 
modification :— 

“Tf there is found on board a merchant vessel of any 
one or other of the High Contracting Parties a larger 
quantity of water in casks or in tanks than is requisite 
for the wants of the crew, this fact shall not of itself be 
considered sufficient ground for authorizing the arrest 
and detention of the said vessel, provided that the papers 
on board with which the vessel is furnished are in order, 
so as to show that she is engaged in lawful commerce.” 

In drawing up this resolution in the present protocol, 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Courts of Austria, Great 
Britain, Prussia, and Russia declare that their only 
object is to protect lawful commerce, and to admit no 
restriction to that commerce beyond what may be neces- 
sary to give effect to the measures concerted for the 
suppression of the slave trade. 

To this end, and in accordance with the principles 
enunciated in the present protocol, the High Contracting 
Parties will continue to maintain a mutual understanding, 
and to act in perfect concert, until the final extinction 
of slave trade shall have realized the object of their 
united efforts.

ARTICLE J. 


His Majesty the King of the Belgians accedes for 
himself, his heirs and successors, to the Treaty for the 
‘suppression of the African slave trade which was signed 
at London on the 20th of December, 1841, by the 
Plenipotentiaries of Great Britain, Austria, France, 
Prussia, and Russia, and which was afterwards duly rati- 
fied by their Majesties the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Emperor of Austria, the 
King of Prussia, and the Emperor of all the Russias; the 
accession of His .said Majesty the King of the Belgians 
being, however, subject to a certain modification of 
Article IX. of the Treaty aforesaid, which modification 
was recorded in the Protocol of a Couference held at 
London on the 3rd of October, 1845, between the 
Plenipotentiaries of Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, and 
Russia. And His Majesty the King of the Belgians 
engages faithfully to fulfil all the obligations resulting 
from the said Treaty and Protocol (printed copies of 
which are annexed to the present Treaty), in the same 
manner as if he had been a Contracting Party thereto.

to the convention for the suppression of the slave trade 
concluded between His Majesty the King of the Belgians 
on the one part, and their Majesties the Emperor of 
Austria, the Queen of Great Britain, the King of Prussia, - 
and the Emperor of Russia on the other part; that the 
undersigned has been authorized by his Government to 
proceed to the exchange of the ratifications as soon as 
the instruments of ratification shall reach his hands; 
that he has, however, received orders to draw the 
attention of the Plenipotentiaries of the four Great 
Powers who are also parties to that Treaty to two points 
which have already formed the subject of a reservation 
in favour of Austrian, Prussian, and Russian vessels, 
and of explanations between the Chargé d’ Affaires of the 
Hans’ Towns and the Government of Her Britannic

1. By Section 9 of the “ Instructions for Cruizers”

of war of Her Majesty the Queen of England of any — 
vessel under his flag which may be met with having 
slaves on board, or slave-fittings, or which shall not be 
provided with a proper pass under the Sultan’s hand.

Any merchant vessel of either of the two nations 
visited and detained in pursuance of the Convention of 
the 30th of November, 1831, and of the provisions herein- 
before recited, shall, unless proof be given to the con- 
trary, be held and taken of right to have engaged in the 
slave trade, or to have been fitted out for the purposes of 
such traffic, if any of the particulars hereinafter specified

Ist. Having her hatches fitted with open gratings, 
instead of being close hatches, as usual in merchant 
vessels. 

2nd. Having more divisions or bulk-heads in the hold 
or on deck than necessary for trading purposes. 

3rd. Having on board spare planks, either actually 
fitted in that shave or fit for readily laying a second or 
moveable deck, or slave deck. = 

Ath. Having on board shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 

5th. Having on board a supply of water more than 
sufficient for the consumption of her crew as a mercnant 
vessel. 

6th. Having on board an unreasonable number of 
water-casks, or other vessels for holding water, unless 
the master shall produce a certificate from the Custom- 
house from the place at which he cleared outwards, . 
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stating that a sufficient security had been given by the 
owners of such vessel, that such casks or other vessels 
should only be used for the reception of palm-oil, or be 
employed in any other lawful trade. 

7th. Having on board a greater quantity of mess-tubs, 
ur kids, than requisite for the use of her crew as a mer- 
chant vessel. 

8th. Having on board two or more copper boilers, or 
even one evidently larger than requisite tor the use of 
her crew as a merchant vessel. 

9th. Having on board a quantity of rice or farinha, 
flour of the manioc of Brazil, or cassada or maize, or 
Indian corn, beyond any probable requisite provision for 
the use of her crew, and such rice, flour, maize, or Indian 
corn nut being entered on the manifest as part of the 
cargo for trade.

No compensation shall in any case be granted either

The Government of His Highness the Khedive having 
already promulgated a law forbidding the trade in slaves 
(negroes or Abyssinians) within the countries under His 
Highness’ authority, engages to prohibit absolutely from 
hencetorward the importation of any slaves (negroes or 
Abyssinians) into any part of the territory of Egypt or 
her dependencies, or their transit through her territories, 
whether by land or sea; and to punish severely, in the 
manner provided by existing Egyptian law, or in such 
manner a8 may hereafter be determined, any person 
who may be found engaged, directly or indirectly, in 
the traffic in slaves (negroes or Abyssinians), The 
Government of His Highness the Khedive further 
engages to prohibit absolutely any negroes or Abvssi- 
nians from leaving the territory of Egypt or her depen 
dencies, unless it be proved indubitably that such negroes 
or Abyssinians are free or inanumitted. 

It shall be stated in the certificates of manumission or 
_ passports which shall be delivered to them by the 
Keyptian authorities before their departure that they 
may dispose of themselves without: restriction or reserve. 


ARTICLE IIT. 


Any person who, either in Egypt or on the confines 
of Egypt and her dependencies towards the centre of 
Africa, may be found engaged in the traffic in slaves

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(negroes or Abyssinians), either directly or indirectly, 
shall, together with his accomplices, be considered by 
the Government of the Khedive as guilty of “ stealing 
with murder” (“vol avec meurtre”); if subject to. 
Egyptian jurisdiction he shall be handed over for trial 
to a court-martial ; if not he shall immediately be handed 
over for trial according to the laws of his couutry to the 
competent tribunals, with the depositions ( precés-ver- 
baux) drawn up by the Egyptian superior authcrity of 
the place whers the traffic has been proved, and all 
other documents or evidence (‘“ éléments de conviction ”) 
handed over by the said authority, and destined to serve 
as proofs at the trial of the traders, so far as those laws 
may admit of such proof.

_ Taking into consideration the impossibility of sending 
back-to their homes, slaves (negroes or Abyssinians) who. 
may be captured from slave-dealers and _ liberated, 
without exposing them to the risk of perishing from 
fatigue or want, or of falling again into slavery, the. 
Egyptian Government will continue to take and apply 
in their favour such measures as they have already 
adopted, and which are herein-after enumerated in. 
Annex (A.) to the present Convention. . 


ArticLe LV. 


~ The Egyptian Government will exert all the influence: 

it nay possess among the tribes of Central Africa, with 
the view of preventing the wars which are carried on 
for the purpose of procuring and selling slaves. 

It engages to pursue as murderers all persons who- 
may be found engaged in the mutilation of or traffic in 
children ; if such persons are amenable to Egyptian. 
jurisdiction they will be brought before a court-martial ;. 
if not, they will be handed over to the competent 
tribunals to be dealt with according as the law of their 
country directs, together with the depositions ( procés-- 
verbaux) and other documents or evidence (“ éléments de. 
conviction ”) as laid down in Article IT. 
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ARTICLE V. 


The Egyptian Government engages to publish a 
special Ordinance, the text of which shall be annexed 
te the present Convention, prohibiting altogether all 
traffic in slaves within Egyptian territories after a date 
to be specified in the Ordinance, and providing also for 
the punishment of persons guilty of violating the pro- 
visions of the Ordinance. 


ARTICLE VI. 


With the view to the more effectual suppression of 
the traffic in slaves (negroes or Abyssinians) in the Red 
Sea, the Egyptian Government agrees that British 
cruizers may visit, search, and, if necessary, detain, in 
order to hand over to the nearest or most convenient 
Egyptian authority for trial, any Egyptian vessel which 
may be found engaged in the traffic in slaves (negroes 
or Abyssinians), as well as any Egyptian vessel which 
may fairly be suspected of -being intended for that 
traffic, or which may have been engaged in it on the 
- voyage during which she has been met with. 

This right of visit and detention may be exercised in 
the Red Sea, in the Gulf of Aden, on the coast of Arabia, 
and on the East Coast of Africa, and in the maritime 
waters of Egypt and her dependencies. 

All slaves (negroes or Abyssinians) captured by a 
British cruizer on board an Egyptian vessel shall be at 
the disposal of the British Government, who undertakes 
to adopt efficient measures for securing to them their 
freedom. 

The vessel and her cargo, as well as the crew, shall be 
handed over for trial to the nearest or most convenient 
Kgyptian authority. 

Nevertheless, in all cases where it may not be possible 
for the commander of the cruizer making the capture to 
forward the captured slaves tu a British depdt, or where 
from any other circumstances it may appear desirable 
and in the interest of the captured slaves (negroes or 
Abyssinians) that they should be handed over to the 
Egyptian authorities, the Egyptian Government engages, 
on application being made to them by the commander 
of the British cruizer, or by an officer deputed by him 
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for that purpose, to take over charge of the captured 
negroes or Abyssinians, and to secure to them their 
freedom, with all the other privileges stipulated for on 
behalf of negroes or Abyssinians captured by the Egyp- 
tian authorities. 

The British Government on its part agrees that all 
vessels navigating under the British flag in the Red Sea, 
in the Gulf of Aden, along the coast of Arabia, and the 
East Coast of Africa, or in the inland waters of Egypt 
and her dependencies, which may be found engaged in 
the traffic in slaves (negroes or Abyssinians), may be 
visited, siezed, and detained by the Egyptian authorities ; 
but it is agreed that the vessel and its cargo shall, 
together with its crew, be handed over to the nearest 
British authority for trial. 

The captured slaves. (negroes or Abyssinians) shall be 
released by the Egyptian Government, and shall remain 
at their disposal. 

If the competent tribunal should decide that the 
seizure, detention, or prosecution was unfounded, the 
- Government of the cruizer will be liable to pay to the 
Government of the prize a compensation appropriate to 
the circumstances of the case.

Every Johanna Vessel engaged in lawful commerce 
should be furnished with a (Port Clearance) Pass.

The Sultan or his 
governors to provide all 
vessels belonging to his 
subjects with passes (port- 
clearance); any vessel 
found without such port- 
clearance to be seized, 
according to the 5th Re- 
quisition, by any British 
cruizer that may meet 
them. 

7th. All vessels seized by 
British cruizers to be sent 
to the nearest or most 
convenient British Vice- 
Admiralty Court for ad- 
judication.

When any vessel 
laden with slaves, or that 
has carried off slaves, has 
been seized according to 
law, and the slaves with 
her, and it is proved that 
she is engaged in the slave 
trade, she may be sent to 
an English port, to be 
there disposed, of both with 
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the slaves to be set free in 
a British colony. 


8th. The Sultan to at 
once proclaim a law by 
which the stipulations of 
this engagement shall be 
publicly known to all his 
people.

the value (of the ship and 
other cargo). The slaves 
shall depart free; the pro- 
perty shall be partitioned, 
and one part shall go to 
the English Sultan, the 
other to the Sultan, that is 
to say, Sultan Selim.

- In the name of the Most Merciful God, and Him we 
implore. . 


The reason of writing this bond is that, influenced by 
motives of humanity, and by a desire to conform to the 
principles on which the Great English Government is 
conducted, we lend a willing ear to the proposals of our 
sincere friend Brigadier William Marcus Coghlan, 
Governor of Aden, that we shall covenant with him to 
abolish and prohibit the export and import of slaves 
from or to any part of our territory, to any other place in 
Africa, or in Asia, or elsewhere. 

Therefore J, whoge naine and seal are set to this bond, 
do, in the sight of God and of men, solemnly proclaim 
my determination to prohibit the export or import of 
slaves by every means in my power.

prohibit all persons residing within her dominions, or 
subject to her, from countenancing or taking any share 
in such trade. No persons from beyond sea shall be 
landed, purchased, or ‘sold as slaves in any part of 
Madagascar. And Her Majesty the Queen of Mada- 
gascar consents that British cruizers shall have the right 
of searching any Malagash or Arab vessels suspected of

The Sultan of Muscat has given orders that all Muscat

‘* Kaul,” or register, from Muscat.* 

The Orders will not apply to Boats used in Fishing 
and the Coasting Trade. 

You will bear in mind that, as the Vessels frequenting 
the Socotran and Red Seas for fishing and mother-of- 
bar diving do not belong exclusively to Muscat, Arab

Signed at 
Zanzibar, October 2, 1845. 


Agreement between Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and His 
Highness Saeid Saerd Bin Sultan, the Sultan of 
Muscat, for the termination of the export of Slaves 
from the African dominions of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat, — 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland being earnestly desirous that 
the export of slaves from the African dominions of his 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat should cease, and his 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat, in deference to the 
wishes of Her Majesty and of the British nation, and in 
futherance of the dictates of humanity which have. 
heretofore induced him to enter into engagements with 
Great Britain to restrict the export of slaves from his 
dominions, being willing to put an end to that trade; 
‘and Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and His Highness the Sultan 
of Muscat having resolved to record with due form and 
solemnity this further restriction of the export of slaves ; 
and Her Majesty having given due authority to Captain 
Hamerton, her representative at the Court of the Sultan 
of Muscat, to conclude an agreement with His Highness 
accordingly; his Highness Saied Saied Bin Sultan, for 
himself, his heirs and successors, and Captain Hamerton

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat hereby engages to 
prohibit, under the severest penalties, the export of slaves 
from his African dominions, and to issue orders to his 
officers to prevent and suppress such trade.

another of his own dominions in Africa between the 
port of Lamoo to the north, and its dependencies, the 
northern limit of which is the north point of Kuyhoo 
Island, in 1° 57’ south latitude, and the port of Keelwa 
to the south, and its dependencies, the southern limit of 
which is Songa Manara, or Pagoda Point, in 9° 2’ south 
latitude, including the islands of Zanzibar, Pemba, and 
Monfea.

abolition of the Slave Trade, they have agreed to con- 
clude a Treaty for this purpose, which shall be binding 
upon themselves, their heirs and succéssors ; and Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland having appointed as her Plenipoten- 
tiary Sir Henry Bartle Edward Frere, Knight Commander 
of the Bath and Grand Commander of the Star of India, 
he having communicated to the Sultan of Muscat his full 
powers, found in good and due form, and the aforesaid 
Sultan of Muscat, Seyyid Toorkee bin Said, acting on his

ARTICLE [I 


The import of slaves frora the coasts or islands of 
Africa or elsewhere into the dominions of Muscat, whether 
destined for transport from one part of the Sultan of 
Muscat’s dominions to another, or for conveyance to 
foreign parts, shall entirely cease; and any vessels en- 
gaged in the transport or conveyance of slaves after this

The Sultan engages to protect, to the utmost of his 
power, all liberated slaves, and to punish severely any 
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attempt to molest them or to reduce them again to 
slavery. ° 


ARTICLE IV. 


Her Britannic Majesty engages that natives of Indian 
States under British protection shall, from and after a 
date to be hereafter fixed be prohibited from possessing 
slaves, and in the meanwhile from acquiring any fresh 
slaves. 


ARTICLE V. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified by Her Majesty, 
and the ratification shall be forwarded to Muscat as soon 
as possible.

ADDITIONAL ARTICLE, 


And it is hereby further agreed, that upon proof being 
duly given before the Mixed Court, whereupon it shall 
appear that any ship or vessel subject to examination 
under the Treaty, or under the explanatory or additional 
articles, and detained hovering or sailing upon the Coast 
of Africa within one geographic degree to the westward 
thereof, and between the twentieth degree of latitude 
north of the equinoctial line, and the twentieth degree 
of latitude to the southward thereof, or at anchor within

Sixth.—Having on board an unreasonable number of 
water casks or other vessels for holding water, unless 
the master shall produce a certificate from the Custom 
House from the place from which he cleared outwards, 
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stating that a sufficient security had been given by the 
owners of such vessel that such extra quantity of casks 
or other vessels should only be used for the reception of 
palm oil. 

Seventh.—Having on board a greater quantity of mess 
tubs or kids than requisite for the use of her crew as a 
merchant vessel. 

Kighth.—Having on board two or more copper boilers, 
or even one of apn unreasonable size, larger than requisite 
for the use of her crew as a merchant vessel. 

Ninth.—Having on board an unreasonable quantity of 
rice or farinha (flour of the manioc of Brazil or of 
cassada), or maize or Indian corn, beyond any probable 
requisite provision for the use of her crew ; and such rice, 
flour, wnaize, or Indian corn not being entered on the 
manifest as part of the cargo for trade. 

The proof of these, or of any one or more of these, 
several indications, shall be considered as primd facie 
evidence of her actual employment in the slave trade, 
and, unless rebutted by satisfactory evidence upon the 
part of the master or owners, that such ship or vessel 
was otherwise legally employed at the time of detention 
or capture, the ship or vessel shall thereupon be con 
demned and declared lawful prize.

Ireland and the King of the Netherlands, signed at the 
Hague on the fourth of May one thousand eight hundred 
and eighteen, any ship or vessel subject to examination 
under that Treaty, or under the Explanatory or Ad- 
ditional Articles thereto, detained hovering or sailing 
upon the coast of Africa, within one geographic degree 
to the westward thereot, and between the twentieth

able grounds for suspecting to be or to have been en- 
gaged during the voyage on which they are met in carry- 
ing slaves, and if any such slaves are found on board 
such merchant vessels, the vessel with all on board shall 
be taken before the nearest Persian authorities for trial. 

But no person whatsoever who, being furnished with a 
Government passport, countersigned by a British Resi- 
dent or Consul, may have gone from Persia to visit the 
places of pilgrimage, shall, when returning, be interfered 
with, provided such person be not accompanied by more 
negroes either male or female than the number men- 
tioned in his original pass. The presence of any such 
additional negro or negroes shall be primd facie evidence 
of an attempted traffic in slaves. 


ARTICLE II. 


lf any merchant vessel under the Persian flag be cap- 
tured by a British cruizer and taken into a Persian port 
for adjudication, it shall be the officer of the British 
cruizer making the capture, or some duly authorized 
officer of the British Government, who shall be present 
at such adjudication. In the event of the captured 
merchant vessel being condemned and sold, the proceeds 
of such sale shall go to the Persian Government, and all 
slaves found on board of such vessel shall be handed 
over to the British authorities.

vessel that such extra quantity of casks or of other vessels 
should only be used for the reception of palm oil, or for 
other purposes of lawful commerce. 

Seventhly.—A greater quantity of mess tubs or kids 
than are requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel as 
a merchant vessel. 

Eighthly.—A boiler, or other cooking apparatus, of an 
unusual size, and larger, or fitted for being made larger, 
than requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel as a 
merchant vessel ; or more than one boiler, or other cooking 
apparatus, of the ordinary size. | 

Ninthly.—An extraordinary quantity of rice, of the 
flour of Brazil, manioc, or cassada, commonly called farinha, 
of maize, or of Indian corn, or of any other article of food 
whatever, beyond what might probably be requisite for 
the use of the crew; such rice, flour, maize, Indian corn, 
or other article of food not being entered on the manifest 
as part of the cargo for trade. 

Tenthly.—A quantity of mats or matting larger than 
is necessary for the use of the crew of the vessel as a 
merchant vessel. . 

Any one or more of these several things, if proved to 
have been found on board, or to have been on board 
during the voyage on which the vessel was proceeding 
when captured, shall be considered as prumd facie evidence 
of the actual employment of the vessel in the transport 
of negroes or others for the purpose of consigning them 
to slavery ; and the vessel shall thereupon be condemned, 
and shall be declared lawful prize, unless clear and 
incontestably satisfactory evidence on the part of the 
master or owners shall establish to the satisfaction of the 
“ourt that such vessel was at the time of her detention 
or capture employed on some legal pursuit, and that 
such of the several things above enumerated as were

ARTICLE IV. 


The Traffic in Slaves throughout the territories of 
the Habr Gerhajis tribe shall cease for ever, and the 
Commander of any of Her Majesty’s vessels, or any 
other British officer duly authorized, shali have the 
power of requiring the surrender of any slave, and of 
supporting the demand by force of arms by land and sea. 


No. 9. 
Warsangalt Treaty. 


ARTICLE LV. 


The Traffic in Slaves throughout the territories of the 
Warsangali shall cease for ever, and the Commander of 
any of Her Majesty’s vessels, or any other British officer 
duly authorised, shall have the power of requiring the 
surrender of any slave, and of supporting the demand by 
force of arms by land and sea. 
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SPAIN. 


TREATY between Her Masesty and HER MAJESTY THE 
QuEEN REGENT oF Spain, in the name of His 
MaJsesTy THE KING oF SPAIN, for the Suppression 
of the African Slave Trade. | 


Signed at Brussels, July 2, 1890. Ratifications 
exchanged at Brussels, December 23, 1890. 


ARTICLE [. 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, and Her 
Majesty the Queen Regent of Spain, engage to prohibit 
all Trade in Slaves carried on either by their respective 
subjects or under their respective flags, or by means of 
capital belonging to their respective subjects, and to 
punish all persons engaged in such Traffic with all the 
severity permitted by the laws which are actually or 
which hereafter may come into force in the respective 
countries, Their Majesties further declare that any 
vessel which may attempt to carry on the Slave Trade 
shall, by that fact alone, forfeit all right to the protection 
of their respective flags. 


ARTICLE II. 


_ In order more fully to attain the object of the present 
Treaty, the High Contracting Parties have mutually 
agreed to restrict all measures for the more effectual sup- 
pression of the Slave Trade to the maritime zone within 
which the Traffic still exists, which is limited on the one 
side by the shores of the [Indian Ocean (including the 
Persian Gulf and the Red Sea), from the coast of 
Beloochistan to Tangalani Point (Quilimane), and on the 
other by a conventional line which, after following the 
meridian of Tangalani to the point of intersection with 
the 26° of south latitude, follows that parallel, skirting 
the Island of Madagascar on the eastern side, at a dis- 
tance of 20 miles from its eastern and northern coasts, as 
far as its point of intersection with the meridian of Cape 
Amber ; from this point the limit of the zone is fixed by 
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an oblique line which strikes the coast of Beloochistan, 
keeping 20 miles outside of Cape Ras-el-Had. 


Arricte III. 


The two High Contracting Parties have likewise agreed 
to limit the operation of the present Treaty to vessels of 
less than 500 tons measurement, reserving the right of 
revising this clause whenever experience shows the neces- 
sity of it.. 


ARTICLE IV. 


In addition to the measures adopted by common agree- 
ment by all the Signatory Powers of the General Act of 
the Conference of Brussels with a view to prevent the 
usurpation of their respective flags, and to insure the 
exercise of a strict supervision over native vessels autho- 
rised to hoist their colours, as well as for the liberation 
of slaves, and for the early exchange of information neces- 
sary for the suppression of the Slave Trade, the two 
High Contracting Parties have agreed that their respec- 
tive ships of war may, within the above-defined zone, 
and after verification of the ships’ papers, search all mer-. 
chant vessels of the tonnage indicated in Article III, 
belonging to one or other of the High Contracting Parties, 
which may afford reasonable ground of suspicion that 
they have been engaged in the Slave Trade, or have been 
fitted out for that purpose, or have been engaged in the 
Trattic during the voyage in which the vessel may have 
been met by the said cruizers; and all such cruizers may 
detain, send or take such suspected vessels for trial in 
the manner hereinafter agreed to. | 


ARTICLE V. 


In no case shall the mutual right of search and visit be 
exercised over ships of war or over vessels belonging to 
the Governments of either of the High Contracting 
Parties, but their cruizers shall afford each other mutual 
assistance in all cases in which it may be useful that they 
should act in concert. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Whenever a merchant-vessel, sailing under the flag of 
one of the High Contracting Parties, shall have been 
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detained by a cruizer of the other Power in conformity 
with the provisions of the present Treaty, the vessel, 
together with the captain, crew, cargo, and any slaves 
that may be found on board, shall be conveyed to one or 
other of the places designated in this Article, and given 
over to the authorities appointed for this purpose by the 
respective Governments, in order to their being proceeded 
against before the competent Tribunals in the manner 
hereinafter specified. 

All British vessels which may be detained within the 
above-mentioned zone by a Spanish cruizer shall be con- 
veyed and made over for trial to the competent autho- 
rities appointed for that purpose within the said zone by 
the Government of Her Britannic Majesty, or shall be 
handed over to a British man-of-war, provided the Cap- 
tain is willing to take charge of the prize. 

All Spanish merchant-vessels that may be detained by 
a British cruizer shall be conveyed and made over for 
trial to the Consular authority whom Her Majesty the 
Queen Regent of Spain may appoint in one or more of 
the ports of the said zone, or shall be handed over toa 
Spanish man-of-war, provided the Captain is willing to 
take charge of the prize. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Every merchant-vessel belonging to one or other of the 
High Contracting Parties which may have been searched 
and detained at sea in virtue of the provisions of the 
present Treaty shall be liable to condemnation on the 
production of evidence establishing, to the satisfaction of 
the national Tribunal, that the vessel has been engaged 
in an act of Slave Trade in the course of the voyage 
during which it was detained. 


ArticLeE VITI. 


The authorities specified in Article VI shall proceed 
immediately to inquire into, and adjudicate on, the case 
of any vessel detained in accordance with the stipulations 
contained in Articles L to LIX of the General Act of the 
Brussels Conference ; the general provisions of which Act 
are also applicable in all cases not specially provided for 
in the present Treaty. | 
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ArTIcLE IX, 


The two High Contracting Parties have also agreed 
to insure the immediate liberation of all slaves found on 
board vessels detained in virtue of the foregoing stipu- 
lations. | 


ARTICLE X. 


The present Treaty shall come into force on the same 
date as the General Act of the Brussels Conference, and 
shall remain in force during the continuance of that Act, 
the High Contracting Parties having agreed to abrogate 
their former Conventions on this subject, specially their 
Treaty of June 28, 1835. 


SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 


TREATY between His Brirannic Masesty and His 
MasxEsty the Kina of SWEDEN and Norway, for 
preventing their Subjects from engaging in any 
Traffic in Slaves. Signed at Stockholm, November 6, 
1824.

ANNEX A. to the Treaty between Great BriTAIN and 
SWEDEN and Norway, for the Suppression of the 
Slave Trade, signed at Stockholm, on the 6th day of 
November, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-four. 


Proclamation. 


We, Charles John, by the grace of God, King of 
Sweden and Norway, and of the Goths and Vandals, do 
hereby make known :— 

That, desiring sincerely to maintain the principles 
manifested by our well-beloved Father, His Majesty the 
King Charles XIII., of glorious memory, concerning the 
slave trade, which principles perfectly coincide with 
our own sentiments, we have declared, and do hereby 
declare ;— 

That any Swedish or Norwegian ship, which, against 
all expectation shall be found employed in the slave 
trade, shall be deemed, in consequence of that transgres- 
sion, to have lost all right to our protection, or to that of 
our functionaries ; 

That we shall learn, with satisfaction, the discovery 
and the punishment of all abuse of the Swedish and 
Norwegian flag in a traffic so odious, and that, accor- 
dingly, we have admitted, that every ship bearing the 
Swedish or Norwegian flag, which shall be found em- 
ployed in the slave trade, shall be considered as if it did 
not bear the above-mentioned flag.

In witness whereof we 
have signed it with our own hand, and have caused to be 
afixed thereunto our royal seal.

CONVENTION between HER Magesty the Quren of 
GREAT Britain and IRELAND and the Suttan for 
the Suppression of the African Slave Trade, as 
amended by the Declaration of March 8, 1883. 
Signed at Constantinople, January 25, 1880. 


[Ratifications exchanged at Constantinople, April 17,1880. ] 


ARTICLE I. 


His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans, 
whilst renewing absolutely the prohibition of the slave 
trade, engages to forbid from henceforward the importa- 
tion of African slaves into any part of the Ottoman 
dominions or its dependencies, or their transit through 
Ottoman territories by sea ; and to punish, in the manner 
provided by Ottoman law, and in conformity with the 
provisions of the Firman of the year a.H. 1273 (a.D. 1857), 
any person or persons amenable to Ottoman jurisdiction 
who may be found engaged, directly or indirectly, in the 
traffic in African slaves. His Majesty further engages 
to prohibit the exportation of black slaves from the 
Ottoman Empire to foreign parts, except when accom- 
panying their masters or mistresses as domestic servants, 
in which case each slave, man or woman, shall be 
furnished with a certificate stating his or her age, and 
otherwise describing them, and stating the particular 
capacity in which they accompany their master or mis- 
tress ; and in the event of their not being furnished with 
such certificates, they shall be set free, and the parties 
attempting to export them shall be liable to punishment ; 
and all free blacks leaving the Ottoman territories shall, 
on application to the Ottoman authorities, be furnished 
with passports certifying that they are free and at 
liberty to dispose of themselves without restriction or 
reserve. 
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ArtTIcLE II. 


Any person or persons not being Ottoman subjects who 
may be found engaged in the African slave traffic, either 
directly or indirectly, within the Ottoman dominions, or 
on board Ottoman vessels, shall, together with their 
accomplices, if any, be handed over for trial according to 
the laws of the country, with the depositions ( procés- 
verbaux) drawn up by the Ottoman superior authority of 
the place where the traffic has been proved ; and all other 
documents or evidence (‘‘ éléments de conviction ”) handed 
over by the said authority, and destined to serve as 
proofs at the trial of the offenders, so far as those laws 
admit of such proof. 

All African slaves found in the possession of a dealer 
in slaves shall be liberated and dealt with in conformity 
with the provisions of Article IIL. of the present Con- 
vention. 


ARTICLE III. 


Taking into consideration the impossibility of sending 
back to their homes African slaves who may be captured 
from slave dealers and liberated, without exposing them 
to the risk of perishing from fatigue or want, or from 
falling again into slavery, the Ottoman Government 
engages to adopt adequate measures to ensure the freedom 
of such captured Africans, and to see that they are 
properly cared for. : 


ARTICLE IV, 


His Imperial Majesty engages to pursue as criminals 
all persons who may be found engaged in the muti- 
lation of, or traffic mn, children. If such persons are 
amenable to Ottoman jurisdiction they shall be handed 
over to the Ottoman Tribunals and punished according 
to Ottoman law ; if they are not amenable to Ottoman 
jurisdiction, that is to say, if the criminals are not Otto- 
man subjects and the crime has not been committed on 
Ottoman territory, then they shall be handed over to 
the competent Tribunals, to be dealt with according 
as the law of their country directs, together with the 
depositions (procés verbaux) and other documents or 
evidence (‘éléments de conviction ”), as Jaid down in 


Article II. 
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ARTICLE V. 


With the view to the more effectual suppression of the 
Trathc in African Slaves in the Red Sea, His Majest 
the Emperor of the Ottomans agrees that British 
Cruisers may visit, search, and, if necesssary, detain, in 
order to hand over to the nearest or most cunvenient 
Ottoman authority or to the competent authorities 
according to Article IV., for trial, any Ottoman vessel 
which may be found engaged in the traffic in African 
slaves, as well as any Ottoman vessel which may fairly 
be suspected of being intended for that traffic, or which 
may have been engaged in it on the voyage during which 
she has been met with. 

' This right of visit and detention may be exercised in 
the Red Sea, in the Gulf of Aden, on the coast of Arabia, 
in the Persian Gulf, and on the East Coast of Africa, 
and in all Ottoman maritime waters where no constituted 
authorities exist ; and any vessel which may be detained 
by a British cruiser under the provisions of this Con- 
vention shall, together with her cargo and crew, be 
handed over for trial to the nearest or most convenient 
“Ottoman authority, or to the competent authorities 
according to Article IV. 

Should there be good reason for believing that vessels 
sailing under the Ottoman flag which may be found in 
Ottoman harbours or waters have African slaves on board 
for purposes of traffic, or have been employed in the 
African Slave Traffic during the voyage on which they 
have been last engaged, such vessels, on being denounced 
by the Commander or other commissioned officer of a 
British cruiser, or by a British Consular Officer, shall be 
immediately searched by the Ottoman authorities, and 
any slaves who may be found on board shall be released 
and manumitted, and the vessel, her master, officers, 
and all persons who shall be proved to have acted 
in connivance with them, handed over to the com- 
petent Ottoman authorities, to be dealt with in accord- 
ance with Ottoman laws for the suppression of Slave 
Trafic. 

All African slaves captured by a British cruizer on 
board an Ottoman vessel shall be at the disposal of the 
Ottoman authorities, or of the nearest authorities in the 
event of there being no Ottoman authorities in the 
vicinity, with a view of securing to such slaves their 
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freedom ; and the vessel and the cargo shall be handed 
over for trial to the nearest or most convenient Ottoman 
authority, or to the competent authorities according to 
Article IV. 

Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland 
ugrees, on her part, that all vessels navigating under 
the British flag in the Red Sea, in the Gulf of Aden, on 
the coast of Arabia, in the Persian Gulf, and on the East 
Coast of Africa, which may be found engaged in the 
trafic in African slaves, or which may fairly be suspected 
of being intended for that trathe, or which may have 
been engaged in it on the voyage during which she 
has been met with, may be visited, seized, and detained 
by the Ottoman authorities or cruizers ; but it is agreed 
that the vessel and its cargo shall, together with its 
crew, be handed over to the nearest British authority 
for trial. 

The captured slaves shall be released by the Ottoman 
authorities, and shall remain at their disposal. 

If the competent Tribunal should decide that the 
seizure, detention, or prosecution was unjustifiable, the 
Government of the cruizer making the capture will be 
liable to pay to the Government of the prize a compen- 
sation appropriate to the circumstances of the case. 

It is expressly and formally understood that none of 
the foregoing provisions apply to the’ ships of war of 
either country, which cannot in any case, nor under any 
pretext,'be searched. | 


ARTICLE VI. 


With the view to avoid any undue interference on the 
part of British cruizers engaged in the suppression of the 
Slave Frade with Ottoman vessels whose crews may be 
composed in whole or in part of African slaves, it is 
hereby agreed that every Ottoman vessel manned 
wholly or partly by African slaves shall be furnished 
with papers stating the voyage or employment on 
which she is engaged, and the number and description 
of the slaves on board, and any larger number of 
African slaves found on board than is authorised by the 
ship’s papers shall render the vessel liable to detention 


and to be sent for adjudication before a competent 
Tribunal. 
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OTTOMAN LAW, 


DECEMBER 16, 1889. 


Law sanctioned by Imperial Iradé for the Prohibition of 
the Traffic in Black Slaves. 


(Translation. ) 

1. The Traffic in Black Slaves in the Ottoman 
dominions, their importation into any part of the Otto- 
man Empire or its dependencies, and their transit by 
sea or land through the Ottoman dominions and export 
to foreign countries is forbidden. | 

2. Black slaves accompanying their masters or mis- 
tresses abroad as domestic servants, or found on board 
merchant-vessels as part of the crew, are excepted from 
this prohibition. But the owners of black domestic 
servants must have in thei possession a certificate 
showing in what capacity thew servants accompany 
them, and giving their ages and descriptions; and the 
number and descriptions of black slaves serving on board 
ship as part of the crew, as well as the nature of their 
employment, must, be entered on the ship’s articles. 

3. Black slaves whose owners have no such certificate, 
or who are not registered in the ship’s articles, as _re- 
quired in article 2, shall be considered free, and shall be 
furnished with certificates of manumission by the Court, 
or, if there is no Court, by the local authorities, and their 
owners looked upon as slave-dealers, But if these latter 
prove that they are not slave-dealers they shall be exempt 
from the penalty provided by law. 

4. Passports shall be given to free Blacks about to 
travel abroad from the Ottoman dominions showing that 
they are free men and at liberty to dispose of them- 
selves without restriction or reserve. But in the official 
papers which, according to Article 2, are required for 
Blacks accompanying their owners as domestic servants, 
their age, descriptions, and the capacity in which they 
accompany their masters must be set forth. 

5. Persons proved to be directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the Black Slave Trade, contrary to the pro- 
hibition contained in Article 1, as well as their assistants 
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and the captains of ships which carry slaves, shall, for 
the first offence, be condemned to one year’s imprison- 
ment, and in case of repeated convictions the sentence 
shall be increased each time by one year. And in any 
case the slaves found in their possession shall be seized 
without compensation, and furnished with certificates of 
manumission according to Article 3. 

6. If among the slaves seized in virtue of the prohibi- 
tion there are any infants or minors, the persons dealing 
in them, and if any mutilation or other operation for- 
bidden by law be found to have taken place, the authors 
of such crime, shall, in addition to the punishment pro- 
vided in Article 5, be condemned to the penaltres pro- 
vided in the special Articles of the Penal Code. 

7. On any crime, such as the mutilation mentioned 
in Article 6, or Slave Traffic in infants and minors, being 
reported or witnessed in any part of the Ottoman 
Empire, the officers of the Civil Government shall, 
within the limits of competence according to law, arrest 
and imprison the accused persons and hand them over 
to the competent Court, together with the procés-verbal 
embodying the preliminary investigations and any other 
documentary evidence which may lead to their con- 
viction. 

8. According to the Convention concluded between 
Turkey and England on the 11th Rebi-ul-Akhar, 1297, 
the ships of war of the two countries, upon falling in 
with any slavers, shall seize them, with all materials and 

roperty on board, whether they fly the Turkish or 
Rnglish flag. And of these vessels, those flying the 
English flag shall, when captured by Turkish ships, be 
handed over to the English Government in order that 
the provisions of the Law may be applied to them, and 
the promised bounties obtained from them ; and likewise 
ships engaged in the Black Slave Trade flying the 
Turkish colours, which shall be captured by the cruizers 
of the two countries, shall be handed over to the Otto- 
man Government and the formalities connected with the 
bounties shall be fulfilled. 

9. On a vessel in which negro slaves are found being 
captured and handed over to the Turkish authorities, a 
fine of 5 Turkish liras for each slave shall be inflicted by 
the Court on the owner, or, if he be elsewhere, on the 
captain of the ship, and given as bounty to the officers 
and crew of the capturing cruizer, and the costs of the 
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trial shall be separately levied on behalf of the Court. 
If the owner or the captain of the captured vessel refuse 
to pay the said fine and the expenses of the Court, a 
portion of the property belonging to the vessel, not being 
the cargo, sufficient to cover the above-mentioned fine and 
expenses—and if a portion does not suffice, the whole of it 
—shall be sold by auction by the Court ; and if this does 
not meet the case, the vessel shall be sold by the Court; and 
in this case, after subtracting from the price of the vessel 
the expenses of the trial and the bounty money, the 
surplus, if there be any, shall be handed over to the 
owner of the vessel. The judgments issued by the com- 
petent Courts for the sale of the vessel, materials, and 
property shall be absolute. 

10. In the trials which take place in connection with 
the Black Slave Traffic the Public Prosecutor shall carry 
out the duties which belong to them by law, and the 
Commander of the war-vessel which captured the slaver 
may also be present at such trials as private prosecutor.

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UNITED STATES. 


TrEATY between Her MaJesty and the UNITED STATES 
or America, for the Suppression of the African 
Slave Trade. 


Signed at Washington, April 7, 1862.—Ratifications 
exchanged at London, May 20, 1862. 


ARTICLE I. 


The right of search shall in no case be exercised 
with respect to a vessel of the navy of either of the 
two Powers, but shall be exercised only as regards mer- 
chant vessels ; and it shall not be exercised by a vessel 
of war of either Contracting Party within the limits of 
a settlement or port, nor within the territorial waters, of 
the other Party. 


ARTICLE YI. 


{t is hereby further mutually agreed, that every British 
or American merchant-vessel which shall be searched by 
virtue of the present Treaty, may lawfully be detained, 
and sent or brought before the Mixed Courts of Justice 
established in pursuance of the provisions thereof,* if 
in her equipment there shall be found any of the things 
hereinafter mentioned, namely :— 

Ist. Hatches with open gratings, instead of the close 
hatches which are usua! in merchant-vessels. 

2nd. Divisions or bulk-heads in the hold or on deck, 
in greater number than are necessary for vessels engaged 
in lawful trade. 

3rd. Spare piank, titted for laying down as a second or 
slave deck. : 


4th. Shackles, bolts, or handcufts. 


* The powers of the Mixed Courts of Justice were transferred by 
Article II. of the Treaty of 1870 to the Courts of one or other of the 
High Contracting Parties according to their respective modes of pro- 
cedure in matters of maritime prize. 
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sth. A larger quantity of water in casks or in tanks 
than is requisite for the consumption of the crew of the 
vessel as a merchant-vessel. 

6th. An extraordinary number of water-casks, or of 
other vessels for holding liquid ; unless the master shall 
produce a certificate from the Custom-house at the place 
from which he cleared outwards, stating that a sufficient 
security had been given by the owners of such vessel 
that such extra quantity of casks, or of other vessels, 
should be used only to hold palm oil, or for other pur- 
poses of lawful commerce. 

7th. A greater number of mess-tubs or kids than 
requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel as a 
merchant-vessel. 

8th. A boiler, or other cooking apparatus, of an unusual 
size, and larger, or capable of being made larger, than 
requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel as a mer- 
chant-vessel ; or more than one boiler, or other cooking 
apparatus, of the ordinary size. 

9th. An extraordinary quantity of rice, of the flour of 
Brazil, of manioc or cassada, commonly called farinha, of 
maize, or of Indian corn, or of any other article of food 
whatever, beyond the probable wants of the crew ; unless 
such rice, fae farinha, maize, Indian corn, or other 
article of food be entered on the manifest as part of the 
cargo for trade. 

10th. A quantity of mats or matting greater than is 
necessary for the use of the crew of the vessel as a mer- 
chant-vessel ; unless such mats or matting be entered on 
the manifest as part of the cargo for trade. 

If it be proved that any one or more of the articles 
above specified is or are on board, or have been on board 
during the voyage in which the vessel was captured, that 
fact shall be considered as primd facie evidence that the 
vessel was employed in the African Slave Trade, and she 
shall in consequence. be condemned and declared lawful 
prize ; unless the master or owners shall furnish clear and 
incontrovertible evidence, proving to the satisfaction of 
the Mixed Court of Justice, that at the time of her 
detention or capture the vessel was employed in a lawful 
undertaking, and that such of the different articles above 
specified as were found on board at the time of deten- 
tion, or as may have been embarked during the voyage 
on which she was engaged when captured, were indis- 
pensable for the lawful object of her voyage. 
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ArticLE VII. 


If any one of the articles specitied in the preceding 
Article as grounds for condemnation should be found on 
board a merchant-vessel, or should be proved to have 
been on board of her during the voyage on which she 
was captured, no’ compensation for losses, damages, or 
expenses consequent upon the detention of such vessel 
shall in any case be granted either to the master, the 
owner, or any other person interested in the equipment 
or in the lading, even though she should not be con- 
demned by the Mixed Court of Justice. 
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ZANZIBAR. 


The Treaty Engagements in force between Great 
Britain and the Sultan of Zanzibar for the suppression 
of the Slave Trade, to which your attention is particu- 
cularly directed, are :— 


The Treaty signed at Zanzibar, 5th June 1873, and 
the Supplementary Treaty thereto signed in London 
14th July 1875. 


Naval officers have no right, whether by Treaty or 
otherwise, to land and seize slaves within the territories 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar, except in the case of slaves 
Janded upon small, outlying, uninhabited islands, in order 
to be ferried over to the main islands. Their capture 
under such circumstances is clearly justifiable, as the slaves 
are simply in process of —— conveyance, the act of such 
conveyance not being complete.

TREATY between Her Masesty and the Suttan of 
ZANZIBAR, for the suppression of the Slave Trade. 
Signed at Zanzibar, June 5, 1873. 


ARTICLE J, 


The provisions of the existing Treaties having proved 
ineffectual for preventing the export of slaves from the 
territories of the Sultan of Zanzibar in Africa, Her 
Majesty the Queen and His Highness the Sultan above 
named agree that from this date the export of slaves 
from the coast of the mainland of Africa, whether 
destined for transport from one part of the Sultan’s 
dominions to another or for conveyance to foreign parts. 
shall entirely cease. And His Highness the Sultan 
binds himself, to the best of his ability, to make an 
effectual arrangement throughout his dominions to 
prevent and abolish the same. And any vessel engaged 
in the transport or conveyance of slaves after this date 
shall be liable to seizure and condemnation by all such 
Naval or other Officers or Agents and such Courts as 
may be authorised for that purpose on the part of Her 
Majesty. 


ARTICLE II. 


His Highness the Sultan engages that all public 
markets in his dominions for the buying and selling of 
imported slaves shall be entirely closed. 


ArticLE III. 


His Highness the Sultan above named engages to 
protect, to the utmost of his ability, all liberated slaves, 
and to punish severely any attempt to molest them or to 
reduce them again to slavery. 


ARTICLE [V. 


Her Britannic Majesty engages that natives of Indian 
States under British protection shall be prohibited from 
' possessing’ slaves, aad from acquiring any fresh slaves 
in the meantime from this date. 
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TREATY between Her Magesty and the Sutran of 
ZANIZBAR, supplementary to the Treaty for the 
Suppression of the Slave Trade of June 5, 1873. 


[Signed at London, July 14, 1875.]} 


ARTICLE I, 


The presence on board of a vessel of domestic slaves 
in attendance on or in discharge of the legitimate 
business of their masters, or of slaves bond fide employed 
in the navigation of the vessel, shall in no case of itself 
justify the seizure and condemnation of the vessel, pro- 
vided that such slaves are not detained on board against 
their will. If any such slaves are detained on board 
against their will, they shall be freed, but the vessel 
shall, nevertheless, not on that account alone be con- 
demned. 


ARTICLE II, 


All vessels found conveying slaves (other than domestic 
slaves in attendance on or in discharge of the Jegitimate 
business of their masters, or slaves bona fide employed in 
the navigation of the vessels) to or from any part 
of His Highness’ dominions, or of any foreign country, 
whether such slaves be destined for slaves or not, shall 
be deemed guilty of carrying on the Slave Trade, and 
may be seized by any of Her Majesty’s ships of war 
and condemned by any British Court exercising Admiralty 
jurisdiction. 
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APPENDIX C. 


Instructions as to Vessels under the French Flag. 


The position of France under the Brussels Act is 
peculiar. | 

In all the negotiations which preceded the signature 
of the Act France steadily maintained her refusal to 
admit the right of search. | 

But the French Plenipotentiaries, with the consent of 
their Government, signed the Act without reservation. 

The French Chambers considered their Plenipoten- 
tiaries had gone too far, and refused to ratify it. 

Negotiations were then entered into, which resulted 
in the arrangement recorded in the Protocol of. the 
meeting, which took place at Brussels on the 2nd of 
January, 1892. 

The arrangement is contained in the following ex- 
tract :—*

His Excellency M. Bourée deposits the instrument of 
the ratifications of the President of the French Republic 
of the General Act and the Declaration of July 2, 
1890. 

His Excellency declares that the President of the 
Republic, in his ratification of the General Act of 
Brussels, has provisionally reserved, pending a subsequent 
agreement, Articles XXI, XXIT, and XXIII, as well as 
Articles XLII to LXI. 

The Representatives of the Powers bear witness to the 
deposit by the French Minister of the ratifications of the 
President of the French Republic, as well as to the 
exception made as regards Articles XXI, XXII, and 
XXIII, and Articles XLII to LXI. 

Jt is understood that the Powers which have ratified 
the General Act as a whole admit that they are recipro- 
cally bound to one another by all its clauses. 

It is equally understood that these Powers shall not 
be bound towards the Power which has only ratified 
partially except within the limits of the engagements 
subscribed to by the latter. 

Finally, it is well understood that as regards the 
Power which has only ratified partially the matters 
forming the subject of Articles XLII to LXI shall con- 
tinue, pending a subsequent agreement, to be governed by 
the stipulations and arrangements at. present in force. 

Baron Lambermont, one of the Belgian Representa- 
tives, communicates to the Assembly the following letter, 
which has been addressed to the Belgian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs by His Excellency the French Minister. 


‘French Legation in Belgium, 
‘ Brussels, December 31, 1891. 
‘¢ PRINCE, 

‘In the Note Verbale dated the 18th of this month, 
handed in on the same day by Baron Beyens to the 
French Minister for Foreign Affairs, the Belgian Govern- 
ment called the attention of the Government of the 
Republic to the conditions under which Articles XXX 
to XLI of the General Act of the Brussels Conference 
might be applied in certain French possessions. These 
Articles deat with the grant of the flag to native vessels, 
the crew list and the manifest of black passengers. 
Whilst bearing witness to the importance of these 
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Articles and recalling the fact that they were due to the 
initiative of France, the Government of King Leopold 
pointed out that they only applied to the Ports of the 
Zone mentioned in Article X XI, which Article is reserved 
by France. His Majesty's Government therefore asked 
that the Representative of the Republic at Brussels 
might be authorised to make known the intentions of 
the Paris Cabinet on the subject. 

‘Under instructions from my Government and in 
compliance with the wishes expressed in the Note above 
alluded to, I have the honour to inform Your Excellency 
that the stipulations of Articles XXX to XLI of the 
General Act of Brussels will be applied spontaneously by 
the Government of the Republic in the territory of Obok, 
and, as necessity demands, in the Island of Madagascar 
and the Comoros.

The promise given in the above letter in regard to 
the application by France of Articles XXX to XLI in 
the territory of Obok and in Madagascar and the 
Comoro Islands affects the conduct of the territorial 
authorities towards French vessels, but does not confer 
any rights on Naval Officers. 3 

he effect of the arrangement is to leave France and 
Great Britain in the same position as regards Visit as 
they occupied before the signature of the Act. 

Oseequenties you will continue to be guided in your 
conduct towards vessels under the French Flag by the 
Instructions of 1867 with regard to visiting Merchant 
Vessels suspected of fraudulently assuming it. 

They are as follows :— 


1. In virtue of the independence of National Flags, a 
Merchant Vessel navigating the high seas is not subject 
to any foreign jurisdiction which shall not have been 
accepted by Treaty. A Ship of War. can therefore visit, 
detain, arrest, or seize only guch Merchant Vessels as 
are recognised to belong to her own nation. 
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2. The Colours of a Vessel being prima facie the 
distinctive mark of her nationality, and consequently 
of the jurisdiction to which she is subject, it is natural 
that a Merchant Vessel on the high seas, passing within 
view of a Ship of War, should hoist her Flag in decla- 
ration of her nationality. So soon, therefore, as the 
Ship of War has made herself known by the display .of 
her own Colours, the Merchant Vessel should also hoist 
her National Flag. = : 


8. Should the Merchant Vessel neglect to do so, it 
is admitted by the two Governments that a warning 
may be given to her; first, by firing a blank gun, and 
should that be without effect, it may be enforced by a 
second gun, shotted, but pointed in such a manner as’ to 
ensure that she is not struck by the shot. 5 


4. Immediately that the Merchant Vessel has, by 
hoisting her Colours, announced her nationality, the 
foreign Ship of War can no longer pretend to exercise 
the least control over her. At most, in certain cases, 
she may exercise the right .to speak with her, .and 
demand answers to ‘questions addressed to her through 
a speaking trumpet, or otherwise, but without obliging 
her to alter or impede her course. When, however, the 
presumption of. nationality resulting from the Colours 
which may -have been shown. by a. Merchant Vessel 
may be seriously thrown in doubt, either from positive 
information or from .indications.of a nature to create 
a, belief that the Vessel does not belong to the nation 
whose Colours she has assumed, the foreign Ship of War 
may have recourse to the verification of her assumed 
nationality. re. et a A re 


~ 5. A Boat may for this ‘purpdsé be sent to the ‘sus- 
pected Vessel, after she has been first ‘hailed to give 
notice’ of the intention. The verification’ shall ‘consist 
in an examination of the Papers establishing the 
nationality of the Vessel. Nothing can be’ claimed 
beyond the exhibition of those documents, The papers 
to be produced by the Merchant Vessels shall be, for 
English Vessels, the ‘‘ Certificate of Registry” and the 
‘“‘Ship’s. Articles,” -and for French Vessels, the “ Acte 
de Francisation” and the “ Congé.”*' The Officer charged

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with the duty of verification should always be a Com- 
missioned Officer, if there is such an Officer on board, 
and should be in uniform. He should proceed with all 
possible courtesy and consideration. 


6. Any inquiry into the nature of the Cargo, or the 
commercial operations of the Vessel, or, in short, into 
any other fact besides that of her nationality, is 3h 
hibited. Any search or inspection whatever is abso- 


lutely forbidden. 


7. Before the Officer of the Cruizer quits the Vessel 
a written statement (procés-verbal) shall be prepared by 
the Officer of the Cruizer and the Master of the Merchant 
Vessel, wherein shall be stated all the circumstances 
attending the verification. It shall be signed by both 
parties, each of whom is to keep a copy thereof. If there 
should be any difference of opinion as to its terms, the 
Officer of the Cruizer and the Master of the Merchant 
Vessel are each to prepare a statement and furnish each 
other with a certified copy. : 


8. Except in the case of legitimate suspicion or fraud, 
it should never be necessary for the Commander of a 
foreign Ship of War to send on board a Merchant 
Vessel, so numerous are the indications which, apart 
from the Colours, are sufficient to show to the practised 
eye of a Seaman the nationality of a Vessel. 


9. In every case it is clearly to be understood that the 
Captain of a Ship of War who determines to board a 
Merchant Vessel must do so at his own risk and peril, 
and must remain responsible for all the consequences 
which may result from his own act. 


_ 10. The Commander of a Ship of War who may have 
recourse to that measure should in all cases report the 
fact to his own Government, and should explain the 
reasons for his having so acted. A communication of 
such report, and of the reasons which may have led to 
the verification, shall be given officially to the Govern 
ment to which the Vessel may belong which shall have 
been subjected to such verification of her Flag. 


11. If after examination of her Papers, a Merchant 
Vessel suspected of fraud shall be detained oY a foreign 
Cruizer, she must, as soon as possible, be taken into a 
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port, or to an authority of the nationality claimed, in 
order that the right to her Flag may he verified by the 
authorities of the Nation to which that Flag belongs. 
If the claim is recognised to be fraudulent, the Vessel 
will, of course, remain at the disposal of the captor. 
In the contrary case a claim may be made for in- 
demnification as under the circumstances defined in 
Article 13. 


12, In all cases in which the verification of the Flag 
shall not be justified by sufficient reasons, or shall not 
have been made in a proper manner, a claim may be 
made for indemnification. 


13. You will clearly understand that the foregoing 
Instructions have reference only to Vessels navigating 
under the French Flag, and are intended to prevent 
misunderstanding between the British and French 
Governments, but cannot affect the Vessels of other 
nations with whom Great Britain has Treaties for the 
Suppression of the Slave Trade, or deprive Her Majesty 
of the right to seize and detain Vessels engaged in the 
Slave Trade, when not entitled to the protection of any 
National Flag. 


THE following is a Copy of the Instructions which, 
according to an AGREEMENT between the Two 
Countrigs, will be given to FRENcH CRUIZERs. 
It will be seen they are identical with those given 
to BriTIsH CRUIZERS.
